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Taxes, Jobs Main Issues 


PHILADELPHIA (AP) - 


President Ford and Jimmy 
Carter debated taxes, unemploy- 
ment and the measures of 
leadership Thursday night, the 
Democratic nominee demanding 
an end to "government by 
stalemate," the Republican 
President saying he offers per- 
formance, not just promises. 


For 82 minutes, they answered 


questions and traded barbs. 
Then the sound system broke 
down. And on the stage of the 
antique Walnut Street Theater, 
the White House rivals were 
suddenly silenced, cut off from 
the vast, nationwide television 
audience they sought to per- 
suade. 


In blue suits, on a blue set, 


they stood and waited. It took 27 
minutes to get them back on the 
air. 


So they wrapped it up on over- 


time, with summations that 
were, in essence, reviews of 
their standard 
campaign 


speeches. 


"We have 
1 suffered because we 


haven't had leadership in this ad- 
ministration," Carter said. 
"We've had a government of 
stalemate." It is a theme he nits 
from every platform — and one 
he raised at intervals during the 
debate, the first of three 
between the Wuite House rivals. 


Carter said the nation needs 


unity after a time of division, 
cooperation between Congress 
and the White House after a time 
of confrontation. He had earlier 
said Ford had vetoed legislation 
at a rate not seen since the Civtt 
War, but the President said that 
was playing fast and loose with 
facts — and at the same time 
contended his vetoes have saved 
the taxpayers $9 billion. 


Ford said a major campaign 


issue is trust. "A President 
should not be all things to all 
people," -he said. "A President 
should be the same thing to all 
people." He already had accused 
Carter of imprecision and 


wavering on economic issues in- 
cluding taxes. 


Furthermore, Ford said in his 


summation, Carter has endorsed 
a Democratic platform that ad- 
vocates more programs, more 
spending, and would mean 
higher taxes and bigger deficits. 
He said Carter embraces the 
record of the Democratic 
Congress, and "it calls for more 
of the same." 


In an earlier exchange, Carter 


had said that if he was to be tied 
with alT acts of a Congress in 
which he never served, Ford 
should be identified with the ad- 
ministration of Richard M. 
Nixon, in which he did serve. 


"I think the real issue in this 


campaign and that which you 
must decide on Nov. 2 is 
whether you should vote for his 
promises or my performance in 


two years in the White House," 
Ford said. 


Predictably, 
Ford's 


spokesman said the President 
had won the first of the three 
debates, while the Democratic 
Party chairman called Carter 
the victor. 


"Score one for Gov. Carter," 


said Robert Strauss. "We think 
we won," said Ron Nessen, the 
White House press secretary. 


In large measure, the 12- 


question sequence of reponses, 
followups and rebuttals 
produced a recitation of 
positions and points the two can- 
didates had made before. There 
were no dramatic new 
proposals. 


Carter told Ford to his face 


what he has been telling 
Democrats around the country: 
that be doesn't think the Presi- 


dent has done anything to 
demonstrate leadership. He said 
a Republican like Dwight D. 
Eisenhower was capable of 
dealing with a Democratic 
Congress, but Ford is not. 


Ford said Carter hadn't been 


more specific as debater than as 
campaign orator. He said 
Democrats are what is wrong 
with Washington and with 
Congress. 


Describing the President's ap- 


proach to joblessness, Carter 
said Ford does not take into ac- 
count the human dimension of 
unemployment, "a terrible 
tragedy in this country." 


"This affects human beings, 


and his insensitivity ... has 
made this a welfare administra- 
tion and not a work ad- 
ministration," Carter said. 


He said 500,000 people have 


lost their jobs in the last three 
months "and they are human 
beings." Government unemploy- 
ment figures for August showed 
7.9 per cent of the work force 
was unemployed, or nearly eight 
million people. 


Ford said the way to spur the 


economy and create new jobs is 
to keep the lid on federal spen- 
ding and let the taxpayers have 
the money to spend themselves. 
The President said he favors an 
additional $10 billion tax cut. 


He said that would permit him 


to recommend moderate spen- 
ding increases "in the quality of 
life area," and still submit a 
balanced federal budget to 
Congress in January 1978. 


"I cannot and would not en- 


dorse the kind of programs that 
Gov. Carter recommends," Ford 
said. He said Carter has en- 
dorsed a Democratic platform 
that envisions about 60 ad- 
ditional spending programs that 
would add $100 billion and 
perhaps as much as $200 billion 
to the federal budget. 


Carter has said in the past that 


he has no firm figure for the cost 
of the programs he advocates, 
but that he would defer the 
programs until funding was 
available without increasing 
taxes. 


At his lecturn, Carter smiled 


as if to scoff at what the Presi- 
dent had said. "Mr. Ford takes 
the same attitude that the 
Republicans always take in the 
last three months before an elec- 
tion," he said. "They always 
fight for the programs they're 
against the other 3% years ..." 


"A President ought to lead 


this country," Carter said. 


The two candidates also 


debated Ford's record of vetoes, 
the President saying he has 
saved the taxpayers $9 billion 
that way, Carter insisting that 
the rejected bills have retarded 
economy-spurring programs and 
thus added to the deficit. 


On Debate Champ

"Carter looked like he knew what he 


was talking about, while Ford looked 
well-rehearsed." That's how John Fleck, 
a University of Nebraska-Lincoln student, 
summed up the debate Thursday night 
between former Georgia Gov. Jimmy 
Carter and President Ford. 


Fleck, a registered Republican who in- 


tends to vote for Carter, felt Ford 
appeared defensive, while Carter 
appeared to speak more to the issues. 


"Ford looked the best," said Tom 


Donaldson, another student who con- 
siders himself an independent. But 
Donaldson said he learned a lot from the 
debate about both candidates' views. 


In Donaldson's opinion, the debate was 


the result of public pressure. "It's a good 
thing — it really helps clear things up," 
he said. 


Donaldson and Fleck watched the 


debate at Chesterfields, Bottomsley and 
Potts, a drinking establishment near the 
UN-L campus. It was hardly a place to 
find a cross-section of the American 
public. 


Most of those interviewed in the tavern 


agreed that Carter made a better personal 
appearance than Ford, mainly because he 
maintained eye contact with the camera 
whilf Ford looked at the panel of 
reporters who were asking questions. 


Kent Wolgamott, a student sporting a 


"Carter-Mondale" button, was very 
pleased with his candidate's perfor- 
mance. He felt Ford was having a dif- 
ficult time defending his administration's 
record. 


"Carter's proposals are better thought 


out than Ford's, and are for the American 
people," he said. Wolgamott felt Ford's 
eye-contact problem lost him this debate. 


Michael Dunn is a student who con- 


siders himself a Republican, but does not 
intend to vote because he feels his vote 
will be wasted because of the electoral- 
college system. 


But if he were to vote, Dunn would 


vote for Carter. "Carter came off best 
personality-wise,'' he said, adding that he 
doesn't really believe what either said 
about the issues. 


But Dunn thinks Richard Nixon was 


"the finest president we ever had." Nixon 
was corrupted by the presidency, which is 
a corrupt job, Dunn contended. 


Dunn added he would like to see Carter 


have a chance to try to run the white 
house in an honest way, however. 


Dunn and his father Richard Dunn, a 


North Platte architect, both supported 
Nixon's foreign policy. 


The elder Dunn was a delegate pledged 


to Nixon at the 1968 Republican conven- 
tion. But he also felt that Carter had the 
better of Ford. 


Both candidates were "fairly specific" 


about facts and figures, he said. He 
agrees with his son that Carter has a win- 
ning personality. 


The younger Dunn cheered when 


Carter repeated his pledge to give a 
"blanket pardon" to Vietnam war 
residents. His father booed. 


Duane Grosse, a student and construc- 


tion worker with no party affiliation, gave 
thoughtful consideration to the com- 
ments of both candidates. 


"They both quoted figures — but who 


knows if the figures were right?" he 
wondered. Grosse would like to give 
Carter a chance to get along with 
Congress, since Ford claims he has so 
much trouble in that area. 


Wallace Peterson, chairman of the 


UNL Department of Economics, a 
Democrat, said in a telephone interview, 
the debate was close to a draw, but that 
Carter made more effective comments on 
energy and taxation. 


"Both were fuzzy on balancing the 


budget," Peterson said. "Given our coun- 
try's history, it's most unlikely that any 
president could balance the budget." 


Peterson liked Carter's suggestion of a 


new "civilian Conservation Corps" for 
young unemployed. It was the only new 
idea that came out in the debate, he said. 


Former Nebraska Gov. Val Peterson, a 


Republican, told The Star it was "a good, 
valuable political debate." 


He considered Carter tougher in his 


"political blows," Ford more 
''statesmanlike." 


Val Peterson said he felt Ford had a 


physical advantage over Carter because 
he is a larger man, with "a more com- 
manding presence." 


Steinmark Continues To Deny Drug Charges

On Thursday afternoon, inside the state

Albert Schatz refused a Nebraska Justice 
Department motion that he refused to bear an 
appeal from Steinmark seeking to overturn his 
convictions.

Steinmark said he never knew Landrie by 


name until after his arrest on Jan. 14,1975, 
that be has never smoked marijuana in his life, 
and that he didn't know what a pound of 
marijuana looked like until it was brought in 
as an exhibit at his trial. 


Steinmark said he first met Landrie in 


September or October 1974, when Landrie 
came into Jesse's Bar in Kearney. Steinmark 
was night manager at the bar. 


Steinmark said Landrie had discussed 


making contacts for drug buys in the bar. 


"I told Landrie I didn't want to hear 


anything about drugs in that bar," he said. 


Steinmark said he became suspicious of 


Landrie when Landrie pulled 18 $100 bills 
from his billfold. 


Steinmark said he saw Landrie for the last 


time in December 1974 after Landrie offered 
to give him some merchandise. 


"I told him to leave because nobody gives 


me anything," he said. 


Steinmark was charged on three counts of 


delivering a controlled substance: the first, 
for the delivery of amphetamines on Dec. 12, 
1974, in Jesse's Bar; the second, for the 
delivery of marijuana on Dec. 16, 1974, to 
Sheen's Trailer Court; and the third for the

force his death in a short time.

ation exists which requires im- 
mediate medical attention to 
preserve the life and health of 
the youth.

Steinmark Continues To Deny Drug Charges 
Ru nPR r.m v

Chi Thursday afternoon, inside the state 
penitentiary walls. Donald Steinmark did not 
yet know that he had won his first legal skir­ 
mish to overturn convictions in crimes he 
claims he did not commit. 
But he said he thought “it was just a matter 
of time” before he said he would be able again 
to see what a tree looks like.” 
Steinmark is now serving tvro consecutive 3- 
9 year terms in the Nebraska Penal Complex. 
He was sentenced by Judge Donald Weaver in 
Buffalo County Court in May 1975 aft«’ a trial 
where the prosecution relied on the un­ 
corroborated testimony of Dennis Landrie, a 
former felon who was a confidential informant 


for the state patrol 
On Thursday, U.S. District Court Judge 
Albert Schatz refused a Nebraska Justice 
Department motion that he refused to hear an 
appeal from Steinmark seeking to overturn his 
convictions. (Another story, Page 24). 
Steinmark said he never knew Landrie by 
name until after his arrest on Jan. 14, 1975, 
that he has never smoked marijuana in his life, 
and that he didn't know what a pound of 
marijuana looked like until it was brought in 
as an exhibit at his trial. 
Steinmark said he first met Landrie in 
September or October 1974, when Landrie 
came into Jesse's Bar in Kearney. Steinmark 
was night manager at the bar. 
Steinmark said Landrie had discussed 


making contacts for drug buys in the bar. 
“ I told Landrie I didn’t want to hear 
anything about drugs in that bar,” he said. 
Steinmark said he became suspicious of 
Landrie when Landrie pulled 18 $100 bills 
from his billfold. 
Steinmark said he saw Landrie for the last 
time in December 1974 after Landrie offered 
to give him some merchandise. 
“ I told him to leave because nobody gives 
me anything,” he said. 
Steinmark was charged on three counts of 
delivering a controlled substance: the first, 
for the delivery of amphetamines on Dec. 12, 
1974, in Jesse’s Bar; the second, for the 
delivery of marijuana on Dec. 16, 1974, to 
Sheen’s Trailer Court; and the third for the

Kearney (A P) — Buffalo 
County District Judge DeWayne 
W olf has ordered blood 
transfusions for a 6-year-old 
Cozad youth hospitalized in 
Kearney's Good Samaritan 
Hospital despite parental objec­ 
tion on religious grounds. 
Dr. Kenton Shaffer, a local 
pediatrician, filed a petition with 
the court seeking permission for 
blood transfusions for Marcus 
Wysocki, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Eugene Wysocki. 
Eh. Shaffer states in the peti­ 
tion the boy’s parents refused 
permission for the transfusion 
citing religious grounds. 
The doctor said the boy suf­ 
fers from a disease of the blood 


and bleeding, which is consid­ 
ered possible, could per­ 
manently handicap the youth or 
force his death in a short time. 


In the ruling, Judge Wolfe 
found that an emergency situ­ 
ation exists which requires im­ 
mediate medical attention to 
preserve the life and health of 
the youth. 


The judge ordered that Dr. 
Shaffer and hospital personnel 
proceed with necessary trans­ 
fusions. But the judge noted the 
order was in the form of a tem­ 
porary injunction and a hearing 
was set for Oct. 6 to determine 
whether the order should be 
made permanent.

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UAW Talks Show Progress 


Detroit (U PI) - The tint signs of 
progress toward settling the Ford 
Motor Co. strike surfaced Thursday 
amid rumors the company was 
preparing a new offer for its 170,000 
workers in the ninth day of their 
walkout. 
Hie o p timistic signs came as th e 
fo u r U S au to mak ers rep o rted mid- 
Sep tember n ew car sales that were th e 
fo u rth h igh est 
in h isto ry despite th e 
strik e. 
For the first time since formal 
bargaining resumed Monday, 
spokesmen briefed newsmen with op­ 
timistic statements that some progress 
was bang made. 
Other company sources indicated 
that top Ford negotiators were 
huddling on their first revised offer 
since the one they made the day 
before the strike started. 


Should Ford make some movement 
on a key union demand for reducing 
work time to create more jobs, it 
could touch off intensive weekend 
But even U there is a 


settlement by early next week, the 
strike still would dreg on for at least 
another week while an agreement is 
ratified. 
Industry executives are hopeful the 
strike can be ended before it cripples 
the year-long economic recovery and 
the introduction of 1977 model cars. 


“ We’re inching along and ac­ 
complishing some things in the non­ 
economic areas,” a Ford spokesman 
said. A United Auto Workers 
spokesman agreed there had been a 
“ perceptible change” in the at- 
mosphere in the bargaining suite since 
Wednesday. 


The four American companies sold 
164,201 care, up 8% on a daily average 
from last year. Analysts said the Ford 
strike, which started midway through 
the Sept. 11-10 period, cut sales b y “a 
few thousand” cars. 


Ford said its sales topped year-ago 
levels by 17% and were the third best 
ever for a ntidjfifptfmhfr period. 
General M o tv S ii * m up 8%.an d 


Chrysler increased 15%. Ailing small 
car specialist American Motors 
slipped 40% below a year ago. 
The negotiators met in a main-table 
session during the morning and then 
broke up, into subcommittee meetings 
to handle the noneconomic matters 
The two sides agree those issues must 
be settled before tackling the key 
economic items of wages and the un­ 
ion’s demand for more paid time off 
the job. 


A union spokesman cautioned 
newsmen against becoming overly op­ 
timistic that the strike, which began at 
midnight Sept. 14, would aid soon. 


“ It’s obvious that the talks have not 
heated up yet to the point where we 
can see the end," be said. 


The walkout should have no real 
effect on total auto sales until some 
time in October, analysts said. But 
several Ford dealers surveyed by UPI 
indicated the very mention of the 
word “strike” scared some potential 
customers into delaying a purchase.

Ford "have been close personal 
friends for more than 20 years.

The overnight accom­ 
modations were provided Ford

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Moderate Sarkis Takes Over Amid Civil War 


Chtaura, Lebanon (UPI) — Moderate Chris- 


tian Elias Sarkis took office as Lebanon's sixth 
president Thursday and appealed to all Lebanese 
to make "a fresh start" to end the civil war. 
Palestinian leader Yasser Arafat pledged his sup- 
port to Sarkis and called for a unilateral cease-fire 
on all fronts 


"We declare, on our own part, a cease-fire in 


all the positions of our armed forces which are 
not directly facing the Zionist enemy (Israel)," 
Arafat said in a congratulatory message to Sarkis. 


"We will avoid answering provocations or at- 


tacks anywhere in Lebanon." 


• "Leftist sources said the cease-fire was a 


"unilateral offer" from Arafat and had not been 
agreed to in advance by Syria or the Christian 
rightists. 


A Palestinian spokasman said Arafat 


"hoped" the Christians would take up the offer, 
but if they did not and continued fighting, "We 
will cross that bridge when we come to it." 


Sources in Christian-held East Beirut said 


• Sarkis would try to gain rightist acceptance of a 
new truce in peace negotiations he plans to start 
Friday. But there was little concrete evidence 


that, since 54 previous truces have failed, Arafat's 
sudden offer would fare any better. 


Arafat's cease-fire call and Sarkis' inaugura- 


tion appeal failed to halt the fighting for even a 
minute. Gunfire ripped through Beirut's down- 
town and suburban battlefronts and mortar shells 
slammed sporadically into residen- 
tial neighborhoods. 


In his speech, Sarkis reaffirmed Lebanon's 


commitment to Palestine and said he would 
change lebanon's system whereby government 
positions had been apportioned on a religious 
basis — one of the main causes of the war. 


Premier Rashid Karami and leftist leader 


Kamal Jumblatt boycotted the parliamentary 
ceremony in protest over the choice of its site, 
this Syrian-occupied twon 25 miles southeast of 
Beirut 


It was the fust time in Lebanon's 33 years of 


independence that Parliament convened outside 
the capital, where fighting prevented the deputies 
from gathering. 


Despite strict security by Syrian shock 


troops, tanks and MIG jets, only 67 of the 98 


deputies showed up for Sarkis's 30-minute in- 
augural address in a hastily converted dining 
room of the Park Hotel. 


More than 300 red-bereted shock troops from 


Syria's elite "special defense brigade" ringed the 
whitewashed, four-story hotel as the new presi- 
dent spoke. Syrian air force MIG jets screamed 
overhead looking for any sign of possible guerrilla 
attacks on the area. 


The inauguration ceremony was without 


pomp. Parliament menbers sat on plastic chain 
in the hotel's white-walled dining room and heard 
Sarkis give his inaugural address before two 
Lebanese flags after House speaker Kamel 
Assaad, a Moslem, administered the oath. 


The deputies roared up in limousines and 


jeeps bristling with bodyguards' automatic rifles 
— and sped away as soon as Sarkis' address was 
over. 


The only touch of protocol was a formation of 


four Lebanese air force jet fighters which 
streaked overhead and dipped their wings in 
salute as Sarkis' black limousine left the hotel, 
ringed by motorcycle* and jeeps carrying blue- 
coated presidential guards. 


In the speech, Sarkis pledged himself to 


political reforms that he said must serve "as the 
basis for a solution" but he warned that they 
would come neither easily nor overnight. 


"The important thing is that we open the way 


through a positive dialogue to genuine political 
changes that will not impair the Palestinian 
cause. We must make a fresh start, another 
attempt to put out the fire burning us for 17 
months," Sarkis said. 


Touching briefly on the issues of the 


Lebanese civil war one by one, Sarkis: 


— Said Syrian troops in Lebanon are at his 


disposal and will be "used in the national in- 
terest" as he ses fit. 


— Reaffirmed Lebanon's "commitment to 


the Palestinian cause" but said that guerrilla 
presence in the future must be based on respect 
for much-violated treaties governing their 
relations. 


— Pledged that Lebanon's feudal system of 


apportioning government jobs according to 
religion will be overhauled to put Moslems on 
equal footing with Christians. 


Lebanon's Hope Surrounds President Sarkis 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) - A cartoon in a 


"Beirut newspaper Thursday showed Elias Sarkis 
as a conjurer, pulling the dove of peace out of a 
tat. 
- This summarises the faith most Lebanese have 
in Sarkis on the day of his inauguration as presi- 
^dent of war-torn Lebanon. 
* The feeling that he could succeed even in the 
seemingly impossible task of ending the country's 
"savage 17-month civil war is based on Sarkis' 
reputation as a technocrat specializing in 
producing order out of chaos. 


He first rose to prominence when he was ap- 


pointed chief adviser to President Fuad Chehab 
in the wake of Lebanon's 1958 civil war which was 
ended with the intervention of the U.S. Marines. 


Sarkis was entrusted with the task of 


streamlining the country's corrupt bureaucracy 
— which was a contributing factor to the previous 
insurrection — and of creating an efficient ad- 
ministration. 


He succeeded so well that he was retained in 


the same post when Chehab was succeeded as 
president by Charles Helou in 1964. 


Two years later he pulled off another coup. Ap- 


pointed governor of Lebanon's central bank, he 
restored international faith in Beirut as the 
banking and financial center of the Middle East 
following collapse of the Intra Bank, the coun- 
try's major banking institution. Its fall created 
such chaos that many believed Lebanon's unique 


position in international financial circles was 
finished. 


In 1970 he came within one vote of being 


elected president of Lebanon when he lost by 
polling 49 votes to the 50 gained by his opponent, 
Suleiman Franjieh, whom he has succeeded. 


The ascent to the presidency was a long climb 


for the son of a poor carpenter. Bom on July 20, 
1924, he worked as a railway clerk after finishing 
school in order to earn enough money to enable 
him to study for a law degree at the same time. 


He showed such promise that he was appointed 


a judge in the state audit office at the age of 29. 


It was while he was working at this post that he 


attracted the attention of President Chehab, who 


remarked on "the meticulous and serious 
quality" of the young audit judge's work. 


Engrossed in his work as a civil servant 


throughout his career, he remained a bachelor. 
He carefully avoided becoming associated with 
any political parties and rarely made public 
statements. He never gave interviews and was so 
publicity-shy that his supporters could not find a 
recent photograph when he ran for president in 
1970. 


His aloofness from the intrigues of the clan- 


dominated Lebanese politics, frequently likened; 
to the Mafia, is regarded as his greatest strength. 
Having no party allegiance, he is obligated to no 
one.

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WASHINGTON (AP) - An in- 


crease in theft pushed the 
nation's crime rate up 3 per cent 
during the first six months of 
this year, compared with the 
same period a year ago, the FBI 
reported Thursday. 


Although the six other crime 


categories declined, an 11 per 
cent surge in thefts was enough 
to produce an over-all increase 
in the crimes measure by the 
FBI's Uniform Crime Reports. 


Thefts were up in cities, sub- 


urbs and rural areas alike and in 
all parts of the country. 


The FBI figures are based on 


crimes reported to 9,160 state 
and local police agencies. Other 
studies have shown that the 
number of crimes actually com- 
mitted far exceeds the number 
reported to police. 


Atty. Gen. Edward H. Levi 


noted that the 3 per cent over-all 
increase was much less than the 
13 per cent boost reported for 
the first half of 1975, compared 
with the previous year. 


He called the trend en- 


couraging but said, "there 
remains a net increase in serious 
crime — a clear reminder that 
all segments of the criming 
justice system must continue 
working to solve the problem." 


Nationally, the FBI report 


showed that murder declined 12 
per cent, rape and assault each 
dropped 1 per cent, robbery was 
down 10 per cent, burglary 
dropped 5 per cent and motor 
vehicle theft declined 3 per cent 


The pattern of an increase in 


thefts and a decline in all other 
crimes was true for cities of 25,- 


000 and more in population. But 
there were variations from city 
to city. 


Among the largest cities, the 


number of crimes reported in all 
seven categories declined in 
Chicago, Los Angeles and 
Philadelphia, but rose in New 
York and Houston. 


In the nation's suburbs, the 


report showed a 1 to 2 per cent 
increase in assault and rape as 
well as a nine per cent increase 
in theft.

BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) — A cartoon in a 
Beirut newspaper Thursday showed Elias Sarkis 
as a conjurer, pulling the dov e of peace out of a 
hat.

In Sarkis on the day of his inauguration as presi- 
Tdent of war-torn Lebanon. 
The feeling that he could succeed ev en in the 
seeming ly impossible task of ending the country ’s 
sav ag e 17 -month civ il war is based on Sarkis’ 
reputation as a technocrat specializing in 
producing order out of chaos.

He succeeded so well that he was retained in 
the same post when Chehab was succeeded as 
president by Charles Helou in 1964. 


Two y ears later he pulled off another coup. Ap­ 
pointed gov ernor of Lebanon’s central bank, he 
restored international faith in Beirut as the 
banking and financial center of the Middle East 
following collapse of the Intra Bank, the coun­ 
try 's major banking institution. Its fall created 
such chaos that many believ ed Lebanon’s unique 


position in international financial circles was 
finished. 


In 197 0 he came within one v ote of being 
elected president of Lebanon when he lost by 
polling 49 v otes to the 5 0 gained by his opponent, 
Suleiman Franjieh, whom he has succeeded. 
The ascent to the presidency was a long climb 
for the son of a poor carpenter. Bom on J uly 20, 
1924, he worked as a railway clot after finishing 
school in order to earn enough money to enable 
him to study for a law degree at the same time. 


He showed such promise that he was appointed 
a judge in the state audit office at the age of 29. 
It was while he was working at this post that he 
attracted the attention of President Chehab, who 


remarked on “ the meticulous and serious 
quality ” of the y oung audit judg e’s work. 


Eng rossed in his work as a civ il serv ant 
throughout his career, he remained a bachelor. 
He carefully av oided becoming associated with 
any political parties and rarely made public 
statements. He nev er g av e interv iews and was so 
publicity -shy that his supporters could not find a 
recent photograph when he ran for president in 
197 0. 


His aloofness from the intrigues of the clan- 
dominated Lebanese politics, frequently likened; 
to the Mafia, is regarded as his g reatest strength.

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Charming Is Star 


PARIS (AP)- The International Energy Agency accused 


Americans on Thursday of wasting valuable energy 
resources because of cheap fuel prices. It said prices must 
rise soon if conservation is to be taken seriously. 


The 19-nation organization, established on American in- 


itiative ifter the 1973 Arab oil embargo and composed of 
major non-Communist industrialized countries, also 
singled out several other members, notably Switzerland 
and Canada, for criticism in its first report on their energy 
conservation policies. 


The Swiss were faulted for lack of a government conser-

The report paid tribute to various efforts by the U.S. 


federal authorities to conserve energy, particularly "one 
of the most comprehensive education efforts in the ffiA."

"Because of the extensive use of these fuels, it is clear

mare that would have required days of debate and might 
have opened the way to increasing demands for govern-

The defeated resolution would have provided for House 


consideration of several variants of the measure, which 
was worked over for months by four different House com- 
mittees.

Up for consideration first would have been a proposed 


compromise calling for $3.5 billion in loan guarantees and 
$500 million in price supports. 


In its various forms, the measure would have been 


provided assistance for plants engaged in coal gasification 
and production of other synthetic fuels from oil shale, 
wastes and also processes for tapping renewable sources 
such as solar energy.

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British Won't Send Help 


London (UPI)) — Britan will tell Secretary

elsewhere. 


Kissinger, returning from Africa "with warm 


feelings and a sense of hope" about the chances 
for succccess in the U.S.-British joint drive for 
peaceful negotiations on southern Africa, was 
expected to report to the British government im- 
mediately after his arrival in London Thursday 
evening. 


A Foreign Office spokesman said Kissinger 


would go immediately {o No. 10 Downing St. for a 
meeting with Prime Minister James Callaghan 
and Foreign Secretary Anthony Crosland. 
Kissinger and Crosland may have a second 
meeting Friday morning. 


The government sources said the British fully 


support Kissinger's peace mission and are full of 
admiration for the results he has achieved. 


After voicing deep skepticism earlier this 


week about prospects that Rhodesia would accept 
Kissinger's formula for black majority rule within 
24 months, Britain switched suddenly Wednesday 
to a more optimistic note. 


Crosland said in a British Broadcasting Corp. 


radio interview there now appears for the first 
time to be "a really good chance" of a peaceful 
settlement. 


"We are nearer a breakthrough than ever 


before," Crosland said. 


The sources said the switch was deliberate. 


They said Crosland was worried the earlier 
gloomy comments by Foreign Office officials 
might be misinterpreted as a lack of support for 
Kissinger. 


However, British officials stressed the 


government here still does not believe a settle- 
ment is certain.

Sources said Britain has let Smith know,

Rhodesia Decides Friday 


Salibury. Rhodesia (AP) — Prime Minister 


Ian Smith will tell the nation Friday whether his 
white minority government will yield to inter- 
national pressure and hand over power to 
Rhodesia's black majority under a plan pushed by 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger. 


Smith said his ruling all-white Rhodesian 


Front party decided at a meeting Thursday 
whether it will accept the proposals for transition 
to majority rule made by Kissinger in meetings 
with Smith last week. But he said the decision 
will not be revealed until his radio and television 
address Friday night. 


"It will be a clear and positive and un- 


equivocal statement. There will be no doubt in 
anybody's minds," Smith said after meeting for 
five hours with the 40 Rhodesian Front members 
of parliament. 


Informed sources close to the party said the 


caucus accepted the proposals put to them by 
Smith. But there was no indication if they were 


the same as those made by Kissinger at their 
meeting in Pretoria, South Africa. 


Smith reportedly told Kissinger he would 


recommend approval of the plan. However, he 
must also win agreement from the Rhodesian 
Front. 


The party has a 75% majority in the 66-seat 


parliament. It rejected two earlier British 
proposals for transferring power from the coun- 
try's 278,000 whites to its 6.4 million blacks. 


There was "realistic talking from all of the 


members" at the caucus, Smith told newsmen. 
"At no time was there any irresponsible talk." 
Asked if he might meet with Kissinger again, 
Smith said. "I don't think that will be necessary. 
That was never'part of any agreement." 


The war between black nationalist guerrillas

Mr. Ford: A 'Decent' Man? 


GOP vice presidential nominee Robert 


Dole must have struck a responsive chord 
among many Republican farmers in his 
talk at Hastings this week. 


What many rural Republicans had 


waited to hear was a simple confession by 
the Ford administration that the embargo 
on grain sales abroad was a mistake that 
will not be repeated. Farmers have heard 
candidates pledge that there will be no 
further suspension of grain exports except 
in emergency situations. But the Ford ad- 
ministration really hadn't said "we done 
wrong." 


Campaigning in the state this week 


Dole confessed, "we've learned our 
lesson," and he urged, "don't write us off 
because of the embargo." 


That was a pretty sensible approach to 


take in addressing a sensitive subject. 


But the senator from Kansas, 


developing into a superb twister of facts as 
he hacks his way down the campaign trail, 
managed to misrepresent the situation 
once again. He should have left well 
enough alone. 


Dole seemed to be suggesting that a 


Democratic administration would be more 
susceptible to embargo pressures than the 
present administration. AFL-CIO Presi- 
dent George Meany was "behind that em- 
bargo" a year ago, Dole said, and "Meany 
controls Carter." Anybody with elemen- 
tary awareness of the relationship between 
Carter and labor knows that is not the 
truth, but that is beside the point. 


More important, it seems to us, is 


whose strings Meany was pulling if, indeed, 
the labor leader was "behind that em- 
bargo" as Dole contends. 


Jimmy Carter was not president when

Quick action by the Ford administra-

Beef imports are up 12% over last year 


and American cattlemen are losing $100 a 
head. 


The President took action to curtail 


sugar imports because of the domestic 
price situation. There seems to be a 
parallel now in the cattle industry. 


As one long-range solution, the beef 


import law should probably be rewritten so 
that imports don't flood the market at the 
same time the domestic kill is high and 
prices are low. 


At this point, however, perhaps the 


President should do what every other 
government of a beef-producing country 
does — curtail or suspend imports, as 
Nebraska Gov. Jim Exon has suggested, 
until the domestic price situation rights 
itself. 


It will be interesting to see if the Ford

BOSTON — Some liberals who are un- 


easy about Jimmy Orter for one reason 
or another have taken to speaking of 
President Ford's "decency." That 
overworked word, covering a variety of 
rationalizations, has taken on a code 
significance. A California Democrat said: 
"We don't really know Carter. And 
Ford's not so bad — he's decent." 


In personal relations, Gerald Ford un- 


doubtedly is a considerate person. One 
cannot imagine his being unkind to 
children or dogs or neighbors. But decen- 
cy in political leadership must be more 
than that. It connotes a sensitivity to 
human needs, a breadth of wisdom and 
humanity. 


Does Ford measure up to the demands 


of decency in political leadership? His 
responses on a number of issues provide a 
fair basis for judgment

Human Rights. In his two years as 


president, Ford has taken no interest in 
the growing world problem of official 
brutality: the use of torture and other in- 
humanities by governments of the left 
and right. He has strongly resisted con- 
gressional efforts to secure human rights 
in countries supported by the United 


States such as Chile. He snubbed the man 
who is the foremost symbol of resistance 
to official tyranny, Aleksandr Solzhenit- 
syn. 


Sensitive? Wise? Decent? 
Law. Ford never criticized the 


violations of law disclosed in in- 
vestigations of the CIA and FBI, and to 
date ho legal action has been taken 
against any official of those agencies. 
Shortly before Richard Nixon's resigna- 
tion, when, in addition to the public 
record, Vice President Ford bad been 
privately advised of Nixon's criminality, 
he said in a speech: "I can say from the 
bottom of my heart, the President of the 
United States is innocent and he is right" 


Sensitive? Wise? Decent? 
Secrecy. The other day Ford praised a 


new "Sunshine Law" for federal agencies 
as he signed it before the cameras. But 
one of his early actions as president was 
to veto an improvement of the Freedom 
of Information1 Act so widely accepted 
that Congress easily overrode the veto. 
After the disclosure of abuses by the in- 
telligence agencies, Ford proposed the 
toughest law in American history to con- 
ceal information related to claimed in- 
telligence methods. 


Sensitive? Wise? Decent? 


War. As the 30-year war in Vietnam 


drew to a close in 1975, Ford tried to keep 
it going with an urgent appeal for $1 
billion more in American arms. He took 
punitive — and blundering — military ac- 
tion over the Cambodian seizure of the 
ship Mayaguez, in the teeth of a law 
expressly forbidding the use of U.S. 
forces in Indochina. He secretly aided one 
side in the Angolan civil war and wanted 
to increase that intervention when 
Congress said no. 


Sensitive? Wise? Decent? 
Arms. Escalating American arms sales 


to such countries as Iran and Saudi 
Arabia has aroused concern among many 
students of international security affairs. 
When Jimmy Carter suggested that the 
policy was dangerous, Ford told a Jewish 
organization: "Does the gentleman want 
Soviet arms to have a monopoly in the 
world? Does he want our adversaries to 
arm not only the radical Arabs but the 
more moderate Arabs?" 


Amnesty. As "an act of mercy," Ford 


in 1975 created a program of "clemency" 
for Vietnam draft evaders and deserters. 
Because he was opposed to a blanket par- 
don, men were to be treated on a case-by- 
case basis. But the program was so com- 
plex, the standards so vague, the ad- 


ministration so quixotic that a former 
U.S. attorney in Utah, William J. 
Lockhart, has spoken of the process he 
saw as "inevitably inconsistent and dis- 
criminatory." 


Sensitive? Wise? Decent? 
Abortion. A year ago, Ford was against 


a constitutional amendment to limit abor- 
tions. But as the chance for Catholic votes 
seemed to glimmer in the campaign, he 
said he was for letting the states limit 
abortions as they wished — a step that 
would require a constitutional amend- 
ment. 


Sensitive? Wise? Decent? 
The record of Gerald Ford should be 


the central issue in this campaign. It is 
the narrow conservative record of a 
narrow conservative man. It ought to 
please voters who have no interest in 
human rights, who do not care about of- 
ficial obedience to the law, who believe in 
government secrecy, who are not willing 
to forgive or forget resistance to the Viet- 
nam war, and so on. 


But for liberal-minded voters to accept 


that record is something else. It is inde- 
cent for those who care about sensitivity 
and humanity in politics to talk of the 
decency of Gerald Ford.

SAN DIEGO — Asked if she had been 


troubled by her husband's characteriza- 
tion of opponents' remarks as "horse 
manure," Bess Truman sighed and said 
something like: "You have no idea how 
long it took us to get him to change to 
that."

linguistic profanity and made it near- 
permissible public speech. Nor do we 
remember him for giving 'em "beck". 


Profanity, within bounds, has its 


political uses. A few pecksniffs may turn 
up their blue noses, but most people 
think the occasional lapse — privately 
expressed expressions that become public 
knowledge — show the public figure to be 
a regular guy. In the debates of 1960, 
when Mr. Nixon primly eluded Truman's 
use of language, Kennedy's affectionate 
tolerance of the former President's salty 
lingo dearly won that round. 


New ground in this area of political 


speech was broken in Binghamton, N.Y. 
by Nejson Rockefeller. Angered by 
hecklers, he returned their salute, raising 
his middle finger and jabbing it upward. 
That gesture is unambiguous in its 
reference.

The saving grace is that 
the vulgarity was not intended to be 
public.

Granted the total equality of women and 
the precosity of youth, is not a whole na- 
tion still considered to be "mixed com- 
pany?" Carter intended to be daring; in- 
stead he was insulting. 


A presidential candidate cannot speak 


to a limited audience; he is overheard by 
the whole people. He cannot use one type 
of speech to Playboy and another to the 
Christian Science Monitor. He may use

once again. He should have left well 
enough alone. 


Dole seemed to be suggesting that a 


Democratic administration would be more 
susceptible to embargo pressures than the 
present administration. AFL-CIO Presi­ 
dent George Meany was “ behind that em­ 
bargo” a year ago, Dole said, and “ Meany 
controls Carter.” Anybody with elemen­ 
tary awareness of the relationship between 
Carter and labor knows that is not the 
truth, but that is beside the point.

One New York minister dis­ 
agreed with Carter’s permissiveness and 
said, “It is not holier than thou to con­ 
demn another man for shacking down 
with another man’s wife.” 


If you are going to use sexual slang, 
Reverend, get it right. One does not 
shack down. One beds down. One shacks 
up.

I'm also not able to understand why the dty of Lincoln did 
not provide more help to the college board in selecting a loca­ 
tion other than practically leaving it up to SECC to find its own 
location, especially when development to the east is not desired, 
if in fact it is not desired. I think it's time to stop playing games 
about Stevens Creek development and make it clear to Lincoln 
citizens where that issue is, except simply hanging loose. 


The newspaper survey referred to by the SECC board repor­ 
ting 58% of Lincoln citizens favoring the 84-86th and 0 Streets 


location really doesn’t carry much weight. Are they going to act 
on the opinion of just over half of those respondents, especially 
when only 298 Lincolnites were contacted?

Ford Applauds French Action 


Philadelphia (AP). - Not Hamlet, but a 


drama of different sorts, played the Walnut 
Streeet Theater on Thursday night. It was an out- 
of-town tryout for two men who would be presi- 
dent of the United States. 


It was guarded as if the Secret Service worried 


that John Wilkes Booth, President Lincoln's 
assassin — who never played the theater, 
although his brother did - might be lurking in 
the select audience. 


The theater is accustomed to Shakespearean 


sets, but for this performance it wawnore the set- 
ting for a transplanted "Meet the Press," three 
panelists and a moderator firing questions at the 
major presidential contenders. 


Before the debate, panelist Elizabeth Drew 


summed up preparation in three words: "Study 
and thought" 


That also described the activities of Elliot 


Bernstein,- producer of the debate for all the 
television networks. 


"I didn't want to do anything to obstruct the 


audience from hearing everything they have to 
say," Bernstein said. 


Cameras were at stage right and left, able to 


picture both men together as they stood or sat 
behind oak veneer lecterns in the shape of a 
barrel split lengthwise. 


The networks, especially CBS, were nettled 


because the sponsoring League of Women Voters 
supported the candidates' refusal to allow reac- 
tion pictures of the 500 persons iti the theater 
audience during the Mkninute confrontation. 


"I would be hard put to use a shot of the 


audience anyway," Bernstein said. "There are 
two participants, only two." 


Both Carter and Ford went into the theater in 


midaftemoon to get the fed of the stage setting 
and allow TV technicians to make visual and 
audio checks. 


Actually, the television people had gone 


through that exercise before. On Wednesday 
Temple University student Bob Salicha, who 
stands 5 foot 9 like Carter, and 6-1 John Kostlc, a 
Ford supporter and truck salesman, acted as 
dress rehearsal stand-ins. 


Before the performance Ford was to relax in a 


dressing room dedicated to Cornells Otis Skinner, 
while Carter was in a room named in honor of 
Helen Hayes. 


Each dressing room suite had makeup mirrors, 


five small television sets, a telephone, a shower 
and a toilet. 


One entrance to the stage - Carter's, ironically

A professional timer sits at an electronic con-

A green button turns 
on "one minute," indicating the time left to 
answer the question. An orange button signals 30 
seconds left and a red one indicates "cut."

Nuclear Question Emerges In Energy Talk 


Washington (UPI) — Jimmy Carter said Thursday 


night he would use nuclear power as a last resort in 
solving the nation's energy crisis. President Ford said 
he favored a full range of programs,, including conserva- 
tion. 


During the debate between the two, Carter was 


asked if he considered nuclear power unsafe. 


Carter, noting he is a former nuclear engineer, 


replied that some nuclear safety measures "have been 
forgotten," and he ranks that source below greater use 
of coal, mandatory conservation and expanded use of 
solar energy. 


He specifically listed such safety procedures as 


placing atomic reactor cores below ground level, tightly 
vacuum-sealing each entire power plant and placing in- 
dependent experts in each power plant 24 hours a day. 


"Shift from oil to coal, emphasize research and 


development on coal use and also on solar power, strict 
conservation measures — not yielding every time to 
special interests that put pressure on the President, like 
this administration has done — and then atomic energy 
only as a last resort, with the strictest possible safety 
precautions, that's the best overall energy policy in the 
brief time we have to discuss it," Carter said. 


Ford defended his policy in this regard, saying he 


sent Congress in 1975 the first comprehensive energy 
program ever set forth by an American president, taking 
in a full range of alternatives. 


Carter argued that the United States does not have a 


full-fledged energy program, despite the 1973 crisis 
stemming from the Arab oil embargo, and "I think 
every other developed country in the world has an 
energy policy except us." 


Oil imports have increased 10% since the embargo, 


Carter said, and in 30 years "We're going to run out of 
oil." He said the nation must switch promptly to coal. 


Ford said he had instituted a program calling for 


better energy conservation and doubling of coal produc- 
tion from 600 million to 1.2 billion tons a year by 1985. 


Solar spending has increased this year to an annual 


level of $120 million, Ford said. "We're going as fast as 
the experts say we should." 


He also said nuclear safety research has been 


expanded "very substantially" and that oil and gas 
producers must be given an opportunity to develop their 
holdings and produce more energy. 


"I think you have to have greater oil and gas 


production, more coal production, more nuclear 
production, and in addition you have to have energy 
conservation," Ford said.

Shift fro m o il to co al, emphasize research and 
dev elo pment o n co al use and also o n so lar po wer, strict 
co nserv atio n measures — no t y ielding ev ery time to 
special interests that put pressure o n the President, like 
this administratio n has do ne — and then ato mic energy 
o nly as a last reso rt, with the strictest po ssible safety 
precautio ns, that's the best o v erall energy po licy in the 
brief time we hav e to discuss it,” Carter said. 


Fo rd defended his po licy in this regard, say ing he 
sent Co ngress in 1975 the first co mprehensiv e energy 
pro gram ev er set fo rth by an American president, taking 
in a full range o f alternativ es. 


Carter argued that the United States do es no t hav e a 
full-fledged energy pro gram, despite the 1973 crisis 
stemming fro m the Arab o il embargo , and “ I think 
ev ery o ther dev elo ped co untry in the wo rld has an 
energy po licy ex cept us.” 


Oil impo rts hav e increased 10% since the embargo , 
Carter said, and in 30 y ears “ We re go ing to run o ut o f 
o il.” He said the natio n must switch pro mptly to co al. 


Fo rd said he had instituted a pro gram calling fo r 
better energy co nserv atio n and do ubling o f co al pro duc­ 
tio n fro m 6 00 millio n to 1.2 billio n to ns a y ear by 1985. 


So lar spending has increased this y ear to an annual 
lev el o f $120 millio n, Fo rd said. “ We re go ing as fast as 
the ex perts say we sho uld. ” 


He also said nuclear safety research has been 
ex panded “ v ery substantially ” and that o il and gas 
pro ducers must be giv en an o ppo rtunity to dev elo p their 
ho ldings and pro duce mo re energy . 
“ I think y o u hav e to hav e greater o il and gas 
pro ductio n, mo re co al pro ductio n, mo re nuclear 
pro ductio n, and in additio n y o u h?v e to hav e energy 
co nserv atio n," Fo rd said.

torney, said the hearing is not 
covered by the U S and 
Nebraska Constitutions Martin 
said the hearing is an ad- 
ministrative 
matter 


wherecharges don't have to be 
proven beyond a reasonable 
doubt 


Van Valkenburg's motion was 


denied 


The guard contends Van 


Valkenburg told a reporter an la- 
vestigation of the Nebraska 
guard was pending when he 
knew such information was 
false, that Col John Siefkes, 
guard chief of staff, was "out to 
get" Gen George Fairfield, that 
Maj Gen Francis Winner was 
on his way out as adjutant 
general and his assistant was 
after his job, and that a debate 
between himself and Siefkes 
would show Siefkes was "a bad 
apple " 


Martin tried to introduce five 


other complaints against Van 
Valkenburg, but Winner, who is 
presiding over the proceedings, 
sustained an objection against 
them 


Van Valkenburg said he had 


talked to a Gen Weber in the 
Pentagon in late August about 
problems in the guard Weber 
told him to send a letter, and an 
investigation would take place, 
he said. Van Valkenburg said he 
delivered that letter on Sept 9 


The guard contended that 


since Van Valkenburg told a 
reporter on Sept 2 that an in- 
vestigation was coming, he was 


making a false statement 


Fairfield said Van Valkenburg 


told him that Siefkes was "out to 
get bun Van Valkenburg, Fair- 
field said, mentioned a person in 
Colorado as the source of that in- 
formation 


Fairfield said he checked the 


remark with Siefkes, who denied 
the allegation, and did not dis- 
cuss it further 


Van Valkenburg also said four 


persons told him that Winner 
was "in trouble" and Deputy 
Adj Gen Burl Johnson was 
after Winner's job He said he 
told Col Edward Binder about 
the rumor 


Binder said he asked Johnson, 


and Johnson denied any such 
plans 


Ken Cobb, Van Valkenburg's 


attorney, asked Binder if rumors

"I ve never heard other 


rumors besides Maj Van

Johnson said later in the

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New Rules Would Relax Sign Limits

Requirements would be relaxed for some 


Nebraska roadside advertising signs, under 
revised rules the Roads Department is now 
considering. 


About 40 persons, mostly sign company 


and farm group representatives, attended a 
Lincoln hearing Thursday on the proposed 
changes. 


The other major revision is a rule that all 


signs visible from roadways must have per- 
mits, rather than the current stipulation 
governing just new ones being erected. 


Permits officer Barney Warlick 


explained that the 1972 state advertising 
sign law — tied to the 1965 federal 
beautification act — includes inter- 
pretations which are "more stringent than 
necessary." 


Revisions would still leave Nebraska in 


compliance with the federal law, Warlick 


said, but "make the rules for state enforce- 
ment less strict." 


The relaxed controls would apply to class 


2-D signs, imposing no restrictions on the 
number allowed, and authorizing a 
maximum size of 1,000 square feet. Now, 
only one sign is permitted, no more than 
ISO square feet and must be within ISO feet 
of the place of business. 


The class 2-D signs are those adjacent to 


and visible from primary system roads or 
interchange/crossing areas of the in- 
terstate. The "on-premise" signs are 
erected more than SO feet from a building 
for which products or services are adver- 
tised. 


The new rule would apply in urban areas 


for 660 feet on both sides of roads, and out- 
side urban areas (which are defined as 
'more than 3,000 population). 


Ag spokesmen expressed concern about 


rules governing farm and ranch directional 


signs near primary roads-. 


Those are class S signs and may only dis- 


play the name of the farm or ranch, the 
owner, and direction and distance to the 
property. 


The ag representatives .asked why a 


rancher couldn't have the words "polled 
Hereford cattle" on his sip, for example. 
Warlock said if it constitutes advertising, 
it's prohibited or else must comply with 
the same rules for a filling station or 
business sign. Permits for the ag signs are 
free of charge. 


Department legal staff members will 


now review the bearing comments and 
check with the Federal Highway Ad- 
ministration to ensure the changes 
requested are permissible. Another hearing 
is also possible. Then, approval rests with 
the governor, secretary of state and the 
legislative rules branch, Warlick said. 


Approval is expected by about Nov. 1.

Officials Deride, Extol 
State Open Meetings Law

The president of the Omaha 


City Counciil said Monday that 
he thinks the state's open 
meetings law is not in the best 
interests of government. 


But a member of the Lincoln 


City Council and the former 
state senator who originated the 
law disagreed with him. 


Omaha City Council presi- 


dent Robert Cunningham told an 
audience of municipal officials 
from across the state that "I 
don't think we have the com- 
munication we should have" as a 
result of the law. 


Speaking at the annual League 


of Municipalities conference, 
Cunningham cited the law as an 
example of the pendulum 
swinging too far in the wake of 
the Watergate, Nixon, Mills and 
Hays scandals. 


Cunningham told the city of- 


ficials that in Omaha the City 
Council keeps a policeman in the 
chamber to eject citizens who 
become "abusive." 


"I've done it on several oc- 


casions, but I don't have any 
trouble running a meeting 
either," Cunningham said. 


Gary Anderson, who was a 


state senator from Axtell when 
he originated the open meetings 
law, however, told the city of- 
ficials the open meetings law is 
not to be feared. 


"When you think carefully 


about what democracy is, it's an 
awful lot more than just an elec- 
tive process," Anderson said. 


Citizens, he said, should be 


allowed to have a meaningful 
role in decision-making by peo- 
ple they elect. 


The fact is that many citizens 


do not perceive their elected of- 
ficials as being honorable men, 
Anderson said, relating a state- 
ment his father made when 
Anderson was planning to run 
for the State Legislature. 


"My father told me, 'If you're 


not a crook when you go in, 
you'll be a crook when you go 
out,' " Anderson said. 


"You have to open up the 


process to convince people that 
honest reasons are being used to 
make honest decisions," Ander- 
son said. 


Laws requiring open 


meetings, financial disclosure 
and restrictions on campaign 
financing are attempts to open 
the governmental process, he 
said. 


Support for the open meetings 


law and similar legislation was 
also voiced by Lincoln City 
Councilman John Robinson. 


Since Watergate, Robinson 


said, the onus is on elected of- 
ficials to set standards whiqh 
will free them from disdain and 
criticism. 


"Never lose sight of the fact 


that seeking public office is 
voluntary," Robinson said. 


"If you don't think you can 


hold to the rigid standards, you 
likely shouldn't be there," he 
said. 


Rice Given Two-Year Sentence 
For Slaying After CB Quarrel

Lancaster District Court 


Judge William Blue Thursday 
sentenced Clyde N. Rice to serve 
two years in the Nebraska Penal 
and Correctional Complex for 
running down another man in 
the VFW parking lot last spring.

trict court jury July 22 of 
manslaughterr for running over 
Donald Edelman, Rice's citizens 
band radio antagonist. 


In handing down the sentence, 


Judge Blue admitted, "It would 
be the easy thing for me to say I 
feel sorry for Clyde and put him 
on probation." 


But, said Blue, measuring 


every word, "It is my sworn duty 
and I cannot put him on proba- 
tion. This is one time my job 
isn't particularly pleasing." 


Judge Blue was responding to 


defense attorneys' requests for 
mercy by placing Rice on proba- 
tion. 


Deputy County Public 


Defender Tom Hagel argued 
that the accident in the VFW 
parking lot on Comhusker Hwy. 
was "a freak occurrence." 


Rice and Edelman met at the 


lot after one of their arguments 
over control of a CB-radio 


frequency. Testimony during the 
trial showed that both men had 
argued previously over the CB 
radio. Both men agreed to meet 
at the parking lot to settle their 
differences. 


The prosecution, who con- 


tended that Rice was guilty of 
first degree murder, argued that 
Rice deliberately chased 
Edelman down in his pickup 
truck. Edelman died of injuries 
suffered in that incident. 


The defense contenced that 


Edelman was drunk and 
provoked the fight. He then 
refused to jump out of the way 
when Rice drove out .of the 
parking lot, the defense said. 


Hagel told the court, "There is 


no value of imprisonment. The 
worst punishment Rice can have 
is the knowledge that he caused 
another man's death." 


Judge Blue admitted that 


Edelman, as well as Rice, 
"acted inappropriately in the CB 
feud."

The fact is that many citizens 
do not perceive their elected of­ 
ficials as being honorable men, 
Anderson said, relating a state­ 
ment his father made when 
Anderson was planning to run 
for the State Leg islature.

Rice Giv e n Two-Ye a r Sentence 
For Sla y ing Afte r CB Qua rre l

Lancaster District Court 
Judg e William Blue Thursday 
sentenced Cly de N. Rice to serve 
two y ears in the Nebraska Penal 
and Correctional Complex for 
running down another man in 
the VI% parking lot last spring . 
Rice was convicted by a dis­ 
trict court jury J uly 22 of 
manslaug hterr for running over 
Donald Edelman, Rice’s citizens 
band radio antag onist. 
In handing down the sentence, 
Judg e Blue admitted, “ It would 
be the easy thing for me to say I 
feel sorry for Cly de and put him 
on probation.” 
But, said Blue, measuring 
every word, “ It is my sworn duty 
and I cannot put him on proba­ 
tion. This is one time my job 
isn’t particularly pleasing .” 
Judg e Blue was responding to 
defense attorney s’ requests for 
mercy by placing Rice on proba­ 
tion. 


Deputy County Public 
Defender Tom Hag el arg ued 
that the accident in the VFW 
parking lot on Comhusker Hwy . 
was “ a freak occurrence.” 


Rice and Edelman met at the 
lot after one of their arg uments 
over control of a CB-radio 


frequency . Testimony during the 
trial showed that both men had 
arg ued previously over the CB 
radio. Both non ag reed to meet 
at the parking lot to settle their 
differences. 
The prosecution, who con­ 
tended that Rice was g uilty of 
first deg ree murder, arg ued that 
Rice deliberately chased 
Edelman down in his pickup 
truck. Edelman died of injuries 
suffered in that incident. 
The defense contenced that 
Edelman was drunk and 
provoked the fig ht. He then 
refused to jump out of the way 
when Rice drove out of the 
parking lot, the defense said. 
Hag el told the court, “ There is 
no value of imprisonment. The 
worst punishment Rice can have 
is the knowledg e that he caused 
another man's death.” 


J udg e Blue admitted that 
Edelman, as well as Rice, 
“ acted inappropriately in the CB 
feud.’’ 


“ The evidence is somewhat • 
conflicting on how much each 
contributed to the feud.” Blue 
added. 


In the end, Edelman was 
killed. 
“ Edelman prdbably wasn't an 


ang el, but he was a human being 
and had a rig ht to live,” Judg e 
Blue stated. 
Rice, Blue said, knew rig ht 
from wrong , even thoug h 
evidence at the trial indicated he 
has low intellig ence and may 
have some mental problems. 
Flanked by his attorney s, Rice 
listened as Judg e Blue explained 
his sentence. With hands elapsed 
behind his back and in a barely 
audible voice, Rice asked the 
judg e to put him on probation so 
he could work at a job. Blue said 
he couldn’t do that. 


However, because Rice had no 
prior criminal record, Judg e 
Blue said he didn't impose the 
maximum ten-y ear sentence for 
a manslaug hter conviction. 


Blue said he would have im­ 
posed a toug her sentence, but 
noted that Rice already had 
served three months in jail while 
awaiting trial. Bond was con­ 
tinued at 815,000. 


The sentence was suspended 
for 30 day s while the defense 
appealed the two-y ear sentence 
to the State Supreme Court. 
Hag el said he and deputy public 
defender Tony Redman will 
appeal the sentence as being 
excessive.

Helen Taylor Never Famous At Home

On summer nights in Guin, Ala., after the 10 kids, 


in the Grady Williams family had worked in the cot- 
ton fields and shucked the corn, they, all would 
gather around a $45 radio bought in 3. D. Wright's 
Mercantile Store to listen to the Grand Ole Opry 
broadcasts out of Nashville, Tenn. 


Mrs. Leona Williams, known as "Big Mama" to 


family and friends, tells how her fifth child, Helen, 
would always pretend she was the singer and per* 
form, right along with the radio, for her other 
brothers and sisters. The oldest boyfTaylor, would 
be the emcee. 


But making music was just Helen's way. Why, 


sometimes you could hear her singing a country 
mile, singing tunes from inside the corn crib as she 
was shucking corn. 


"She would use anything she could to make 


music," said her sister, Dorothy Brinkman of Lin- 
coln. "She would bend bobby pins and play with 
rubber bands — anything that would make a sound." 


When she was 16, Helen moved to Lincoln, 


where her brother Taylor was stationed in the Navy. 


Taylor gave Helen her first guitar and taught her a 
few chords. 


And although she was to travel a lot in her 


lifetime, when she was known as country singer- 
guitarist Helen Taylor, Lincoln remained her home. 


On the morning of Saturday, Aug. 14, Helen 


Taylor was taken to Bryan Memorial Hospital. She 
died that afternoon at age 41. The obituary notice 
that ran the next morning in the Sunday Journal-Star 
mentioned only that she had been a member of the 
Helen Taylor Band. 


There was no clue in the notice that at one time 


some reviewers had called her "the world's greatest 
woman guitar player." Or that she traveled with the 
Grand Ole Opry and was booked on a 1569 tour to 
Vietnam. She recorded an album produced by coun- 
try superstar Faron Young. Helen Taylor and the 
Taylor Sisters band was the headline act for four 
years at the Golden Nugget Hotel in Las Vegas. The 
band toured Europe twice. 


During her career, Miss Taylor worked with 


such country stars as Minnie Pearl, Tex Hitter, Rex 
Allen, Porter Waggoner, Johnny Cash, Marty Rob- 
bins, Loretta Lynn, Roy Clark and Ernest Tubbs. 


Helen Taylor formed her first band in 1964 with 


two other Lincoln women. In those early days when 
they played the Colonial Inn for $45 and county fairs 
throughout the Midwest, the band was known as the 
Country Misses. 


The two original members of the Taylor Sisters 


band — Joanne Tubbs on bass and Brenda Allen on 
rhythm guitar — now have acts of their own. 


They will perform Sunday, along with other 


bands such as the Mac 5 and the Sandy Creek 
Pickers, at a benefit concert dance from 3-12 p.m. at 
the National Guard Armory to "give tribute to a 
great lady," to raise money to pay for Miss Taylor's 
hospital expenses and to establish a trust fund for 
her three children, Julie, Diane and Darrell. 


The Country Misses had only been together for 


four months when Johnny Cash heard them at a 
county fair in Kansas. He encouraged the young 
women:' 'If you're this good after four months, think 
what you're going to be like after several years," he 
told them. 


The band later performed with Cash at the 


federal penitentiary in Lawrence, Kan. 


Cash suggested that the Country Misses change 


their name because during this time when country 
music did not enjoy widespread popularity, the word 
"country" in the band title might have kept them 
from getting bookings. 


Cash also suggested that the band use something 


with the "sisters" theme in its title and that Helen, 
who would have top billing, change her last name 
from Williams to Taylor. 


Which was ironic, Julie West, Miss Taylor's 


oldest daughter, said. The name Taylor was not only 
Miss Taylor's oldest brother's name, but also her 
grandmother's maiden name. 


Although "she wasn't so well-known locally," 


Mrs. West said her mother "rubbed elbows" with 
many of the household-name country and western 
stars. Miss Taylor's sister, Dorothy Brinkman, said 
that because of Helen's career, she met country 
musicians she would never have met otherwise. 


"You've never met such sincere, honest people 


as the people that play country and western music," 
Mrs. Brinkman said. 


Helen Taylor was touring England in July 1975 


when she became ill. She had to cancel the rest of 
her tour to retum to Lincoln where she learned she 


had cancer of the kidney. After an operation, she 
returned to work in September. But by March 27, 
1976, when she had a ruptured spleen removed, the 
cancer had spread throughout her body. 


Family members visited Dorothy Brinkman's 


home last week to reminisce and talk about Miss 
Taylor's "courage and optimism." There were 
former band members Joanne Tubbs and Brenda 
Allen; Miss" Taylor's sisters, Sue Stickney and 
Dorothy Brinkman; their husbands, Glen and Lee; 
Helen's mother, Mrs. Leona Williams; her daughter, 
Julie; her granddaughter, Rebecca; and her son 
Darrell. 


They told many stories: How Helen put Ewing, 


Neb., on the map because people would travel from 
throughout the Midwest to hear her perform. They 
told how she hired inexperienced women performers 
and taught them to play at her own expense. They 
told how hospital personnel sent her flowers and the 
time a nurse took her picture with the cobalt 
machine. 


"She never was recognized that much locally," 


Joanne Tubbs said. "But they say that's the way it 
usually is."

On summer nights in Guin, Ala., after the 10 kids, 
in the Grady Williams family had worked in the cot­ 
ton fields and shucked the corn, they all would 
gather around a $45 radio bought in J. D. Wright’s 
Mercantile Store to listen to the Grand Ole Opry 
broadcasts out of Nashville, Tenn. 
Mrs. Leona Williams, known as “Big Mama’’ to 
family and friends, tells how bar fifth child, Helm, 
would always pretend she was the singer and per­ 
form, right along with the radio, for her other 
brothers and sisters. The oldest boyfTaylor, would 
be the emcee. 
But making music was just Helen’s way. Why, 
sometimes you could hear her singing a country 
mile, singing tunes from inside the com crib as she 
was shucking com. 
“She would use anything she could to make 
music,’’ said her sister, Dorothy Brinkman of Lin­ 
coln. “She would bend bobby pins and play with 
rubber bands — anything that would make a sound." 
When she was 16, Helen moved to Lincoln, 
where her brother Taylor was stationed in the Navy. 


Taylor gave Helm her first guitar and taught her a 
few chords. 
Aik! although she was to travel a lot in her 
lifetime, when she was known as country singer- 
guitarist Helen Taylor, Lincoln remained her home. 
On the morning of Saturday, Aug. 14, Helen 
Taylor was taken to Bryan Memorial Hospital. She 
died that afternoon at age 41. The obituary notice 
that ran the next morning in the Sunday Journal-Star 
mentioned only that she had been a member of the 
Helen Taylor Band, 
There was no clue in the notice that at one time 
some reviewers had called her “the world’s greatest 
woman guitar player." Or that she traveled with the 
Grand Ole Opry and was booked on a 1969 tour to 
Vietnam. She recorded an album produced by coun­ 
try superstar Faron Young. Helen Taylor and the 
Taylor Sisters band was the headline act for four 
years at the Golden Nugget Hotel in Las Vegas. The 
band toured Europe twice. 
During her career, Miss Taylor worked with 
such country stars as Minnie Pearl, Tex Ritter, Rex 
Allen, Porter Waggoner, Johnny Cash, Marty Rob­ 
bins, Loretta Lynn, Roy Clark and Ernest Tubbs. 


Helen Taylor formed her first band in 1964 with 
two other Lincoln women. In those early days when 
they played the Colonial Inn for $45 and county fairs 
throughout the Midwest, the band was known as thq 
Country Misses. 
The two original members of the Taylor Sisters 
band — Joanne Tubbs on bass and Brenda Allen on 
rhythm guitar — now have acts of their own. 
They will perform Sunday, along with other 
bands such as the Mac 5 and the Sandy Creek 
Pickers, at a benefit concert dance from 3-12 p.m. at 
the National Guard Armory to “give tribute to a 
great lady," to raise money to pay for Miss Taylor’s 
hospital expenses and to establish a trust fund for 
her three children, Julie, Diane and Darrell. 
The Country Misses had only been together for 
four months when Johnny Cash heard them at a 
county fair in Kansas. He encouraged the young 
women: "If you’re this good after four months, think 
what you’re going to be like after several years,” he 
told them. 
The band later performed with Cash at the 
federal penitentiary in Lawrence, Kan. 
Cash suggested that the Country Misses change 


their name because during this time when country 
music did not enjoy widespread popularity, the word 
“country” in the band title might have kept them 
from getting bookings. 
Cash also suggested that the band use something 
with the “sisters” theme in its title and that Helen, 
who would have top billing, change her last name 
from Williams to Taylor. 
Which was ironic, Julie West, Miss Taylor’s 
oldest daughter, said. The name Taylor was not only 
Miss Taylor’s oldest brother’s name, but also her 
grandmother's maiden name. 
Although "she wasn’t so well-known locally," 
Mrs. West said her mother “rubbed elbows” with 
many of the household-name country and western 
stars. Miss Taylor’s sister, Dorothy Brinkman, said 
that because of Helen’s career, she met country 
musicians she would never have met otherwise. 
“You’ve never met such sincere, honest people 
as the people that play country and western music," 
Mrs. Brinkman said. 
Helen Taylor was touring England in July 1975 
when she became ill. She had to cancel the rest of 
her tour to return to Lincoln where she learned she 


had cancer of the kidney. After an operation, she 
returned to work in September. But by March 27, 
1976, when she had a ruptured spleen removed, the 
cancer had spread throughout her body. 
Family members visited Dorothy Brinkman's 
home last week to reminisce and talk about Miss 
Taylor’s "courage and optimism.” There were 
former band members Joanne Tubbs and Brenda 
Allen, MisS Taylor’s sisters, Sue Stickney and 
Dorothy Brinkman; their husbands, Glen and Lee; 
Helen’s mother, Mrs. Leona Williams; her daughter, 
Julie; her granddaughter, Rebecca; and her son 
Darrell. 
They told many stories: How Helen put Ewing, 
Neb., on the map because people would travel from 
throughout the Midwest to hear her perform. They 
told how she hired inexperienced women performers 
and taught them to play at her own expense. They 
told how hospital personnel sent her flowers and the 
time a nurse took her picture with the cobalt 
machine. 
“She never was recognized that much locally," 
Joanne Tub!» said. “But they say that’s the way it 
usually is." 


'Millio n Mile Sam' Go in g Ho me To Rest Up

I like coffee, I like tea. 
I like the boys and the boys like me. 
These are the kisses they give to me

Little girls have been skipping rope to 


silly ditties like that for eons. Big braw- 
ny boxers like Muhammad All have also 
been jumping rope lickety split as a 
form of exercise for years. 


But today there is more focus on 


everyone jumping rope as a method of 
cardiovascular conditioning, which es- 
sentially increases .the supply of oxygen 
to the heart and stimulates the blood 
flow. 


A lot of people have been jumping 


rope as an alternative to jogging 
because the logistics are simpler, not 
requiring as much space for movement. 
It allows them to exercise in privacy, 
rather than running around the block or 
on a track where the weather becomes a 
factor. 


It can be done in a bedroom, a 


hallway or next to a desk at the office, 
provided the foundation of the building 
can withstand the pounding. It can be 
done with a piece of clothesline, a $1 
child's rope, a $4 plastic verions or a 
professional athlete's leather style for 
$10 to $13. 


David Gold, manager of Morrie 


Mages, says sales of jump ropes have 
climbed about 80% in the last six 
months 


"Athletes have always bought the 


professional leather ropes with 
weighted handles. But lately we've been 
selling eight-foot rope and plastic types 
at $3.50 to $6 to men and women, in- 
cluding executives, stewardesses, 
secretaries and housewives. They tell us 
jumping rope is less complicated than 
going out to jog." 


In California, where physical fitness 


fads seem to flourish like beautiful 
tanned bodies in the sunshine, jumping 
rope is the latest craze. Movie starts like 
Natalie Wood do it. Former Mr. 
Universe Arnold Schwarzenegger jumps 
rope in addition to lifting weights to 
keep his muscle-bound body in shape. 


Physical fitness experts say jumping 


rope is beneficial for building up en- 
durance, tor raising the pulse rate, for 
stretching muscles, for loosening up 
joints and for improving agility and 
coordination. 


It can help people reduce. I can also 


help a man with a beer belly get rid of 
his paunch and a woman with bulges 
trim down her thighs and upper arms. 


Linda Gagliardi, manager of the 


Chicago Health Club, says she's been 
jumping rope for some time to keep 
weight off her thighs as well as doing it 
for endurance conditioning. 


In addition to individual exercises, 


jumping rope is also becoming more 
popular in organized group fitness 
programs. Madeline Duckwiley, health 


and recreation director of a YWCA, 
uses rope-jumping as a part of her 
warm-up drills. 


"We jump rope rhythmically to music 


which I feel is an excellent exercise, and 
it's more convenient than taking a 
group out to jog." 


Tom Sylthe, director of men's 


physical fitness programs at a YMCA, 
says he will be using rope jumping in 
the new aerobic conditioning (use of en- 
durance exercises that increase oxygen 
to heart and lungs) class for men and 
women this month. 


"We are going to be jumping rope to 


music, starting slowly and building up," 
he says. 


Although most people think of jum- 


ping rope as a simple exercise, doctors 
and physical fitness experts warn that it 
shouldn't be done willy nilly. 


Start slowly in moderation and build 


up to the amount of jumps you can 
tolerate without becoming winded. 
Wear soft-soled footfear like tennis or 
track shoes. If you have a back ailment 
or flat feet, skip it. And if you have a 
history of heart problems, consult a doc- 
tor before you take the jump. 


There's a difference between how 


much jumping a child and an adult can 
do, says exercise physiologist Dr. T. 
G. Hiebert, clinical professor in the 
department of rehabilitation medicine 
at the University of Illinois. 


"For adults, jumping rope is an ad- 


vanced state of exercise," he says. 
"They have to lift their entire weight, 
which is heavier than it was when they 
were youngsters. They also come down 
with a bang, hitting with the whole 
body. The joints don't tolerate as much 
as they did when they were kids." 


Hiebert also recommends an adult 


take a stress test by a cardiologist 
(which generally includes an electrocar- 
diogram while walking on a treadmill or 
riding a bicycle") before tioing any 
strenuous rope jumping. 


Dr. Paul Ward, director of education, 


research and programs for the Chicago 
Health Clubs, says that a person should 
use common sense in jumping rope 
"The person who isn't in shape and 
hasn't been exercising regularly should 
go at it cautiously," he says. 


He says it is best to start with about 


two minutes of single time jumping 
(one swing around of the rope and one 
jump on both feet). Then increase to 
double timing (one swing and two 
jumps). Progress slowly, increasing the 
rate of bounces with both feet, or alter- 
nating feet, and quickening the swings 
of the rope. Don't jump too high, just 
enough so that the feet clear the rope. 
The effectiveness of jumping rope as an 
exercise for the cardiovascular system 
depends on the intensity and duration of 
the jumping It has to be maintained for 
at least 10 to 15 minutes and done on a 
daily basis.

What's Your Bid? 
By B. JAY BECKER 


You have the following hand: 


*K8 VAQJ5 •AQJ104 492 


Yon open One Diamond and 


partner responds One Spade. 
You now bid Two Hearts, but 
what would you do on the next 
round after partner rebids: 
1. Three Notrump. 
2. Three Diamonds. 
3. Four Diamonds. 
4. Three Spades. 
5. Four Hearts. 


* * * 


1. Pass. With no values 


beyond those you've already 
described, and a hand suitable 
for notrump, it is clearly right 
to pass. The rebid of two hearts 
is called a "reverse" and shows 
at least 17 points as well as 
greater length in diamonds than 
hearts. Your partner has to do 
.more than bid three notrump 
for mis hand to produce a slam. 


2. Pass. Having already in- 


dicated a hand with more than 
minimum values, there is 
noming more you can add to 
your story. Partner can't have 
much more than the 6 points 
guaranteed by his spade 
response, and his preference for 
diamonds, as opposed to hearts, 
does not show added values. All 
you can do now is hope to make 
three diamonds with 100 honors. 


3. Five diamonds. Partner's 


jump-raise in diamonds (for- 
cing) may be based in part on 
your "reverse" and does not 
necessarily reflect interest in a 
slam. You have no values on top 
of those previously stated, so 
you simply bid five diamonds. 


If one of your clubs were a 


diamond or a spade, you'd have 
the values for a slam. Second- 
round club control would make 
an enormous difference in the 
value of the hand. 


4. Four spades. Partner's 


jump rebid guarantees game 
values, but no more. He is sure 
to have at least six spades, so 
you should have no qualms 
about raising spades with a 
doubleton honor. If there is a 
slam in the hand, the initiative 
will have to come from partner. 


5. Pass. While the jump raise 


to four hearts shows interest in 
a slam, it does not change the 
value of your own hand, which 
still has the minimum values 
associated with a reverse. If we 
assume that partner's bids are 
correct, the chance of making 
twelve tricks is bound to be 
poor. To bid again over four 
hearts would be bidding the 
same values over and over 
again.

Phy sical fitness ex perts say jumping 
ro pe is beneficial fo r building up en­ 
durance, fo r raising the pulse rate, fo r 
stretching muscles, fo r lo o sening up 
jo ints and fo r impro v ing agility and 
co o rdinatio n. 
It can help peo ple reduce. I can also 
help a man with a beer belly get rid o f 
his paunch and a wo man with bulges 
trim do wn her thighs and upper arms. 
Linda Gagliardi, manager o f the 
Chicago Health Club, say s she’s been 
jumping ro pe fo r so me time to keep 
weight o ff her thighs as well as do ing it 
fo r endurance co nditio ning. 
In additio n to indiv idual ex ercises, 
jumping ro pe is also beco ming mo re 
po pular in o rganized gro up fitness 
pro grams. Madeline Duckwiley , health 


and recreatio n directo r o f a YWCA, 
uses ro pe-jumping as a part o f her 
warm-up drills. 
“ We jump ro pe rhy thmically to music 
which I feel is an ex cellent ex ercise, and 
it’s mo re co nv enient than taking a 
gro up o ut to jo g.’’ 
To m Sy lthe, directo r o f m en’s 
phy sical fitness pro grams at a YMCA, 
say s he will be using ro pe jumping in 
the new aero bic co nditio ning (use o f en­ 
durance ex ercises that increase o x y gen 
to heart and lungs) class fo r men and 
wo men this mo nth. 
"We are go ing to be jumping ro pe to 
music, starting slo wly and building up,” 
he say s. 
Altho ugh mo st peo ple think o f jum­ 
ping ro pe as a simple ex ercise, do cto rs 


v anced state o f ex ercise,” he say s. 
“ They hav e to lift their entire weight, 
which is heav ier than it was when they 
were y o ungsters. They also co me do wn 
with a bang, hitting with the who le 
bo dy . The jo ints do n’t to lerate as much

and phy sical fitness ex perts warn that it

sho uldn’t be do ne willy nilly . 
Start slo wly in mo deratio n and build 
up to the amo unt o f jumps y o u can 
to lerate witho ut beco ming winded. 
Wear so ft-so led fo o tfear like tennis o r 
track sho es. If y o u hav e a back ailment 
o r flat feet, skip it. And if y o u hav e a 
histo ry o f heart pro blems, co nsult a do c­ 
to r befo re y o u take the jump. 
There’s a difference between ho w 
much jumping a child and an adult can 
do , say s ex ercise phy sio lo gist Dr. T. 
G. Hiebert, clinical pro fesso r in the 
department o f rehabilitatio n medicine 
at the Univ ersity o f Illino is. 
“ Fo r adults, jumping ro pe is an ad- 


as they did when they were kids.” 
Hiebert also reco mmends an adult 
take a stress test by a cardio lo gist 
(which generally includes an electro car­ 
dio gram while walking o n a treadmill o r 
riding a bicy cll) befo re do ing any 
strenuo us ro pe jumping. 
Dr. Paul Ward, directo r o f educatio n, 
research and pro grams fo r the Chicago 
Health Clubs, say s that a perso n sho uld 
use co mmo n sense in jumping ro pe. 
“ The perso n who isn’t in shape and 
hasn't been ex ercising regularly sho uld 
go at it cautio usly ,” he say s. 
He say s it is best to start with abo ut 
two minutes o f single time jumping 
(o ne swing aro und o f the ro pe and o ne 
jump o h bo th feet). Then increase to 
do uble timing (o ne swing and two 
jumps). Pro gress slo wly , increasing the 
rate o f bo unces with bo th feet, o r alter­ 
nating feet, and quickening the swings 
o f the ro pe. Do n’t jump to o high, just 
eno ugh so that the feet clear the ro pe. 
The effectiv eness o f jumping ro pe as an 
ex ercise fo r the cardio v ascular sy stem 
depends o n the intensity and duratio n o f 
the jumping. It has to be maintained fo r 
at least 10 to 15 minutes and do ne o n a 
daily basis.

Yo u o pen One Diamo nd and 
partner respo nds One Spade.

4. Three Spades. 
5. Fo ur Hearts. 


1. P ass. With no v alues 
bey o nd tho se y o u’v e already 
described, and a hand suitable 
fo r no trump, it is clearly right 
to pass. The rebid o f two hearts 
is called a “ rev erse” and sho ws 
at least 17 po ints as well as 
greater length in diamo nds than 
hearts. Yo ur partner has to do 
m o re than bid three no trump 
lo r this hand to pro duce a slam. 
2. Pass. Hav ing already in­ 
dicated a hand with mo re than 
m inim um v alues, there is 
no thing mo re y o u can add to 
y o ur sto ry . Partner can’t hav e 
much mo re than the 6 po ints 
guaranteed 
by 
his 
spade 
respo nse, and his preference fo r 
diamo nds, as o ppo sed to hearts, 
do es no t sho w added v alues. All 
y o u can do no w is ho pe to make 
three diamo nds with 100 ho no rs. 


3. Fiv e diamo nds. Partner’s 
jump-raise in diamo nds (fo r­ 
cing) may be based in part o n 
y o ur "rev erse” and do es no t 
necessarily reflect interest in a 
slam. Yo u hav e no v alues o n to p 
o f tho se prev io usly stated, so 
y o u simply bid fiv e diamo nds. 


If o ne o f y o ur clubs were a 
diamo nd o r a spade, y o u’d hav e 
the v alues fo r a slam. Seco nd- 
ro und club co ntro l wo uld make 
an eno rmo us difference in the 
v alue o f the hand. 
4. Fo ur spades. Partner’s 
jump rebid guarantees game 
v alues, but no mo re. He is sure 
to hav e at least six spades, so 
y o u sho uld hav e no qualms 
abo ut raising spades with a 
do ubleto n ho no r. If there is a 
slam in the hand, the initiativ e 
will hav e to co me fro m partner. 


5. Pass. While the jump raise 
to fo ur hearts sho ws interest in 
a slam, it do es no t change the 
v alue o f y o ur o wn hand, which 
still has the minimum v alues 
asso ciated with a rev erse.

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No Problems Anticipated 
At Gordon Indian Meeting 


Gordon (AP) — Authorities and American In- 


dian Movement (AIM) members said Thursday 
they expect no problems this weekend during a 
meeting called by Bob Yellow Bird to discuss a 
fracas that resulted in seven arrests and 
allegations of police brutality. 


An AIM spokesman said Indian problems in 


Gordon are symbolic of the birth of the move- 
ment. 


Police Chief Jared Sere said liquor store and 


bar owners have agreed to close, if necessary, but 
that he has no plans to bolster his department's 
forces. Sere and several townspeople said they 
have not noticed any influx of out-of-towners who 
may have responded to Yellow Bird's call for the 
meeting. 


Yellow Bird called for the AIM gathering after 


a Sept. 15 skirmish with a bar owner and police 
resulted in the arrests of himself, his wife and five 
others. 


He said bis pregnant wife was kicked by a Gor- 


don policeman and that doctors have not been 
able to detect a fetal heartbeat since. Mrs. Yellow 
Bird was hospitalized briefly after the incident 
and was to undergo tests Thursday at the Indian 
Health Service hospital at Pine Ridge, S.D. Doc- 


tors would not discuss her condition. 


Yellow Bird said the .neeting was called to 


devise a strategy to economically cripple what he 
termed the "redneck" communities of Gordon 
and nearby Rushville. He also said there would be 
discussion of filing murder charges against the 
policeman he accuses of assaulting his wife. 


Vernon Bellecourt, a prominent AIM leader in 


White Earth, Minn., said AIM will have represen- 
tatives at the meeting. 


"We have to remember that AIM started with 


the death of Raymond Yellow Thunder" in Gor- 
don, Bellecourt said. 


Yellow Thunder, an Oglala Sioux, was found 


dead in a vehicle in Gordon in 1972 and Indians 
charged he was murdered by a group of Gordon 
area residents. Several persons later were con- 
victed of lesser charges in connection with the in- 
cident in which Yellow Thunder's pants were 
removed and he was shoved onto a dance floor at 
a local social hall. 


Bellecourt predicted no problems during the 


meeting "as long as there is no backlash by police 
and members of the white community."

Farm loans Show Rise

held farm loans on the first of 
the year, the association said.

An AIM spokesman said Indian problems in 
Gordon are symbolic of the birth of the move­ 
ment. 
Police Chief Jared Sere said liquor store and 
bar owners have agreed to close, if necessary, but 
that he has no plans to bolster his department’s 
forces. Sere and several townspeople said they 
have not noticed any influx of out-of-towners who 
may have responded to Yellow Bird’s call for the 
meeting. 
Yellow Bird called for the AIM gathering after 
a Sept. 15 skirmish with a bar owner and police 
resulted in the arrests of himself, his wife and five 
others. 
He said his pregnant wife was kicked by a Gor­ 
don policeman and that doctors have not been 
able to detect a fetal heartbeat since. Mrs. Yellow 
Bird was hospitalized briefly after the incident 
and was to undergo tests Thursday at the Indian

Axtell — The origin of the Bethphage 


Mission was recalled here Thursday as a 
$2 million dollar construction project 
was unveiled. 


In 1913, when the Rev. K. G. William 


Dahl began the mission.for physically 
and mentally afflicted persons, cottages 
housed the residents. During the more 
than 60 years since then, the cottages 
gave way to large buildings to house the 
new arrivals. 


Beginning in the fall of 1977, the 


severely and profoundly retarded, many 
with physical handicaps, will again live 
in cottages. 


The new housing patterns are partial- 


ly mandated by current federal 


regulations that threaten to cut off the 
mission's federal support if each 
"guest" does not have 80 square feet of 
personal space. 


The federal requirements rankle 


Robert Turnquist, Bethphage executive 
director. "They (the federal govern- 
ment) think of us as an institution. 
These rules were instituted for the 
Willowbrooks that were just 
warehousing patients." 


Bethphage Mission hardly resembles 


a warehousing operation, where the 
patients seldom see the light of day. 


The "guests", as the mission patients 


are called, roam freely around the cam- 
pus near this village along the 
Burlington Northern route between 
Minden and Holdrege. 


Those confined to wheelchairs and 


beds are as likely to be found on the 
grounds at chapel or at the social events 
as are those who can be entrusted with 
three-wheel bicycles. 


The guest population of the mission is 


255 for a staff of 260. The four additional 
cottages, housing 16 each, are 
replacements and not additions. The 
goal is to reduce the population to 225 to 
meet the guidelines. 


The Rev. Jerry Leaf, who heads the 


fund-raising for the Lutheran owned 
mission, said the cost of serving each 
patient is $700 a month. The increasing 
costs have caused the mission to live 
from "crisis to crisis," the Rev. Mr. 
Leaf said. 


With the new housing, the mission 


has just purchased a 10 unit motel in 
town to serve to simulate community 
living. 


'A new activities building is also 


planned for the mission with an area set 
aside to resemble everyday necessities. 
The building will have a post office, 
bank, soda fountain, laundry and store. 


It is not unusual to hear a guest on 


crutches talking about a sock hop as the 
most enjoyable social program. The 
Rev. Mr. Leaf notes that even those in 
beds are brought to the hops. Their 
smiles show that though their feet are 
not moving, they are dancing. 


"The sense of what we are doing is to 


ensure that each one of our people 
knows that someone cares and that the 
'Someone' cares," said the Rev. Mr. 
Pollard.

REV. LEAF cites rising costs. 


Grand Jury 
Ordered In 
Hall County 


Grand Island (AP) - Two Hall 


County District Court judges 
issued a joint order Thursday 
calling for the convention of a 
grand jury next Monday mor- 
ning. 


The order was issued by 


Judges Donald H. Weaver and 
Lloyd W. Kelly Jr., and it asks 
that -the grand jury consider 
claims and charges made in a 
citizens-sponsored petition. 


The petition, which has not yet 


been filed, calls for a probe into 
several matters in city govern- 
ment and the Grand Island 
School District. 


Leaders of the petition drive 


claim they have obtained enough 
signatures, and Tom Wagoner, a 
Grand Island attorney, said he 
does not intend to file the 
petitions until later this month 
or early next month. 


Both'the City Council and the 


school board have asked that the 
petitions be filed so that a cloud 
of suspicion might be removed 
from them. 


The court order says that 


because the filing of the 
petitions is imminent, it became 
necessary to begin the 
proceedings because only one 
courtroom is available with jury 
facilities. 


Because of a delay in the filing 


of the petitions, the court has 
been unable to slate any other 
jury cases for trial, the judges 
have said. 


The petitions call for in- 


vestigations into a number of 
areas, including the possible 
open meetings law violation by 
the City Council, accountability 
of expenditures on a 911 
emergency telephone system 
and the finances of both the city 
and the school district. 


Also being questioned is the 


City Council's failure to place an 
initiative on the ballot. The in- 
itiative involves the city's par- 
ticipation with Hastings in the 
construction of a power plant 
near Doniphan, and asks that the 
voters be allowed to vote a 
proposed ordinance which 
would prevent Grand Island 
from participating in such 
projects outside the city limits.

S ou th east Neb rask a Bu reau 
Axtell — The origin of the Bethphage 
Mission was recalled here Thursday as a 
$2 million dollar construction project 
was unveiled. 
In 1913, when the Rev. K. G. William 
Dahl began the mission , for physically 
and mentally afflicted persons, cottages 
housed the residents. During the more 
than 60 years since then, the cottages 
gave way to large buildings to house the 
new arrivals. 
Beginning in the fall of 1977, the 
severely and profoundly retarded, many 
with physical handicaps, will again live 
in cottages. 


The new housing patterns are partial­ 
ly mandated by current federal 


regulations that threaten to cut off the 
mission’s federal support if each 
“ guest” does not have 80 square feet of 
personal space. 
The federal requirements rankle 
Robert Tumquist, Bethphage executive 
director. “They (the federal govern­ 
ment) think of us as an institution. 
These rules were instituted for the 
W illowbrooks that were just 
warehousing patients.” 
Bethphage Mission hardly resembles 
a warehousing operation, where the 
patients seldom see the light of day. 


The “guests", as the mission patients 
are called, roam freely around the cam­ 
pus near this village along the 
Burlington Northern route between 
Minden and Holdrege. 


Those confined to wheelchairs and 
beds are as likely to be found on the 
grounds at chapel or at the social events 
as are those who can be entrusted with 
three-wheel bicycles. 
The guest population of the mission is 
255 for a staff of 260. The four additional 
cottages, housing 16 each, are 
replacements and not additions. The 
goal is to reduce the population to 225 to 
meet the guidelines. 


The Rev. Jerry Leaf, who heads the 
fund-raising for the Lutheran owned 
mission, said the cost of serving each 
patient is $700 a month. The increasing 
costs have caused the mission to live 
from “ crisis to crisis,” the Rev. Mr. 
Leaf said. 
With the new housing, the mission 


has just purchased a 10 unit motel in 
town to serve to simulate community 
living. 
A new activities building is also 
planned for the mission with an area set 
aside to resemble everyday necessities. 
The building will have a post office, 
bank, soda fountain, laundry and store 
It is not unusual to hear a guest on 
crutches talking about a sock hop as the 
most enjoyable social program. The 
Rev. Mr. Leaf notes that even those in 
beds are brought to the hops. Their 
smiles show that though their feet are 
not moving, they are dancing 
“The sense of what we are doing is to 
ensure that each one of our people 
knows that someone cares and that the

Grand Jury 
Ordered In 
Hall County 


Grand Island (AP> — Two Hall 
County District Court judges 
issued a joint order Thursday 
calling for the convention of a 
grand jury next Monday mor­ 
ning.

dribble of it can cause problems 
in an elevator when it gets 
mingled with ordinary winter 
wheat," said Paul Sindt, head of 
the Nebraska Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation 
Service. 


Sindt said some farmers were 


trying to grow unusual varieties 
of wheat under irrigation which 
may also have produced some of 
the undesirable wheat mixtures 
found in country elevators. 


"We have no way of knowing 


how much there is, but I unders- 
tand there have been a few peo- 
ple experimenting with soft 
winter wheats under irrigation. 


This could be a part of the 
problem," he said. 


Spring wheats normally yield 


poorly in Nebraska, but often 
have a higher protein content, 
Anderson pointed out. Unless a 
fanner uses ample amounts of 
nitrogen fertilizer, the high 
yielding winter wheats will 
usually have less protein than 
the low yielding spring wheats, 
he added.

The problem stems from ac­ 
cidental or careless mixing of 
spring and winter wheats in 
storage facilities or in a few 
cases from planting spring wheat 
in thin winter wheat fields this 
spring, Anderson explained 
“We had a pretty rough fall for 
wheat. I am sure there was some 
overplanting with spring 
varieties this year. This is not a 
normal thing. I don’t think we 
will see it again in the 1977 
crop," said Dr. Virgil Johnson, a 
wheat breeder at the University 
of Nebraska. 
“I don’t think there was a lot 
of this going on, but even a little 


dribble of it can cause problems 
in an elevator when it gets 
mingled with ordinary winter 
wheat,” said Paul Sindt, head of 
the Nebraska Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation 
Service. 
Sindt said some farmers were 
trying to grow unusual varieties 
of wheat under irrigation which 
may also have produced some of 
the undesirable wheat mixtures 
found in country elevators. 
“We have no way of knowing 
how much there is, but I unders­ 
tand there have been a few peo­ 
ple experimenting with soft 
winter wheats under irrigation. 


This could be a part of the 
problem,” he said. 
Spring wheats normally yield 
poorly in Nebraska, but often 
have a higher protein content, 
Anderson pointed out. Unless a 
farmer uses ample amounts of 
nitrogen fertilizer, the high 
yielding winter wheats will 
usually have less protein than 
the low yielding spring wheats, 
he added. 
Anderson said local elevators 
were trying to cope with the 
problem by buying new devices 
for checking protein at the local 
elevator rather than waiting for 
a laboratory test.

Growers 
Of Wheat 
Rap Ford 


Ogallala <AP) — Leaders of 
the Nebraska and Wyoming 
Wheat Growers Associations 
have criticized the Ford ad­ 
ministration, claiming it is 
“promoting a national depres­ 
sion of major proportions” if it 
does not substantially increase 
the support level for wheat. 


At their regular monthly 
meeting here this week, the 
presidents of the two state 
associations issued a statement 
stressing that the nation's wheat 
producers should not have to 
“ bear the brunt of holding the 
rate of inflation down" while the 
rest of the economy increases 
prices of products by the annual 
rate 


Frank Johansen of Bayard, 
Neb., and Fred Lush of Albin, 
Wyo . said the National Associa­ 
tion of Wheat Growers asked the 
Ford administration in late 
August to take immediate action 
on increasing the loan rate to $3 
per bushel and to implement an 
extended resale program for 
gram currently eligible for loan 
and for the 1977 crop. 


The two said the request was 
turned down by the Secretary of 
Agriculture and the White 
House. 


The two said increased loan 
rates for wheat would bolster 
prices to producers but would 
have no effect on bread prices 
until the price of wheat reaches

been a battle between teams with nicknames of Cactus and 
Bugeaters. 


TC'U students got together back in 1897 and picked Homed 


Frog, singular, over Cactus because Cactus already had been picked 
by the University of Texas. The name gradually became plural, 
Horned Frogs. 


Reason the students considered the two names apparently was 


because they considered cactus and the homed from (a small lizard 
with hornlike spines) to be the two most typically Texas subjects 
they could think of. 


TCU's colors, purple and white, date back to the spring of the 


year 1896 before the first football game. A student committee chose 
purple to stand for royalty and white for a clean game. 


Of course, the story of how Nebraska's nickname came about is 


well known. The Bugeater tag was thrown out by former Star 
sports editor Cy Sherman in 1900 when he started calling NU teams 
the Cornhuskers. 


Regardless of the "nickname, Nebraska will defeat Texas- 


Christian Saturday afternoon in NU's Memorial Stadium in an air 
duel 44-21.

Group Probes 
Sports Crunch

Kearney — A committee 


studying school sports seasons 
voted Thursday to take the pulse 
of the hometown areas before 
sitting down in December to 
work up a proposal that may 
reduce the number of high 
school contests for all sports. 


The Nebraska School Ac- 


tivities Association's (NSAA) 
committee consists of six 
superintendents, six high school 
principals and six board of 
education members. Supt. Dale 
Braynard of Crete was elected 
chairman. 


The group will meet Dec. 1 at 


North Platte to formulate a plan 
to ease a crunch in school ac- 
tivities, caused to a large degree 
by recent growth in girls athletic 
programs. In the meantime, the 
committee voted to consult with 
constituents from across the 
state before developing a 
specific program. 


It could be that the proposal 


will include an elimination of 
holiday tournaments, limitation 
to eight regular season football 
games, two less basketball 
games a season and intramural 
competition only in schools 
below ninth grade. 


These trends came as a result 


of straw votes by com- 
mitteemen. They also favored 
retention of a current fall- 
winter-spring season setup over 
a four-season idea. 


A northeast Nebraska con- 


tingent headed by Dr. Gene 
Lavender, superintendent at 
Norfolk, eyed the concept 
adjusting the current programs 
because "they would be better 
accepted by all schools over 
major structural revisions," 
Lavender said. 


Braynard said "we shouldn't 


take any stand that would force 
schools out of the association 
and off to an association of their 
own." All Nebraska schools are 


members of the NSAA. Its main 
function is to administer ac- 
tivities involving competition 
among schools. 


Melvin Doeschot, superinten- 


dent at Tekamah-Herman, said 
"we've got to go back to our dis- 
tricts, look at a calendar and see 
what is practical. Then we'll 
come back together, lay it all on 
the table and go from there." 


Chadron superintendent 


Elmer Corbit added: "But I 
don't think anybody should 
come back so tied to something 
they can't compromise." 


The issue is to be discussed at 


all 
six NSAA annual district 


meetings in October. 


"We would anticipate a heavy 


turnout at all our meetings as 
our schools move toward a deci- 
sion of this magnitude," NSAA 
executive secretary Jim Riley 
said. "These issues of sports 
seasons and the limitation of 
games, crowded facilities, and 
extracurricular burdens on 
students should be discussed 
thoroughly. We'believe all 
schools will make their wishes 
known." 


Once the committee agrees 


on a proposal, the matter will be 
returned to the NSAA's 
legislative process and if con- 
stitutional changes are 
required, each school will have 
a vote.

The Nebrask a School Ac­ 
tiv ities Association’s (NSAA) 
committee consists of six 
su p erintendents, six high school 
p rincip als and six board of 
edu cation members. Su p t. Date 
Bray nard of Crete was elected 
chairman. 
The grou p will meet Dec. 1 at 
North Platte to formu late a p lan 
to ease a cru nch in school ac­ 
tiv ities, cau sed to a large degree 
by recent growth in girls athletic 
p rograms. In the meantime, the 
committee v oted to consu lt with 
constitu ents from across the 
state before dev elop ing a 
sp ecific p rogram. 
It cou ld be that the p rop osal 
will inclu de an elimination of 
holiday tou rnaments, limitation 
to eight regu lar season football 
games, two less bask etball 
games a season and intramu ral 
comp etition only in schools 
below ninth grade. 
These trends came as a resu lt 
of straw v otes by com ­ 
mitteemen.

Melv in Doeschot, su p erinten­ 
dent at Tek amah-Herman, said 
“we’v e got to go back to ou r dis­ 
tricts, look at a calendar and see 
what is p ractical. Then we’ll 
come back together, lay it all on 
the table and go from there.” 
Chadron su p erintendent 
Elmer Corbit added: “Bu t I 
don’t think any body shou ld 
come back so tied to something 
they can’t comp romise.”

Once the committee agrees 
on a p rop osal, the matter will be 
retu rned to the NSAA’s 
legislativ e p rocess and if con­ 
stitu tiona l chang es are 
req u ired, each school will hav e 
a v ote.

Swann Blasts Rozelie's Fines 


PITTSBURGH (UPI) - A 


v i s i b l y angered Pittsburgh 
Coach Chuck Noll refused to 
comment Thursday on fines 
against him, Steelers' defensive 
tackle Ernie Holmes and two 
Oakland defensive backs by NFL 
Commissioner Pete Rozelle, but 
wide receiver Lynn Swann did 
plenty of talking for him. 


Swann, the 
most 
visible 


casualty of the hard-fought 
season opener between the two 
teams that prompted the fines, 
called Rozelle's ruling against 
the Steelers "political" and 
against the Raiders inadequate. 


Swann suffered a concussion 


in the Sept. 12 game when he 
was whacked on the head by 
George Atkinson, one of two 
Raiders' defensive backs Ro- 
zelle 
fined. Oakland's Jack 


Tatum drew a personal foul 
penalty during the game and was 
fined for unsportsmanlike con- 
duct. Atkinson's fine reportedly 
was $1,500 and Tatum's 1750. 


Holmes said Thursday he had 


no idea what he had been fined 
for, but a league spokesman said 
he was fined along with Atkinson 
and Tatum "for actions on the 
field in the Sept. 12 Pittsburgh- 
Oakland game." 


The day after the game, Noll 


lambasted the Raiders' defen- 
sive actions as "criminal,' 
which is presumably why he was 
fined. The NFL spokesman said 
only that "Noll has been fined 
for conduct detrimental to the 
game." 


Noll and Holmes each said 


they did not know the amount of 
their fines. 


That was the limit to Noll's 


comment on the punishment, 
although the expression on his 
face spoke for him. When the 
topic was broached, he turned 
red and pressed his lips tightly 
together. 


Swann was not so restrained. 
"I'm not satisfied with 


Rozelle's d e c i s i o n , " said 
Swann, who missed the Stee- 
lers' home opener with Cleve- 
land last week because of the 
concussion, the second he has 
suffered in the Steelers' last two 
games against Oakland. 


"I do not think it was a strong 


enough d e t e r r e n t," Swann 
continued. "I think in situations 
of that nature, it should carry 
an automatic suspension of 
one to two weeks. 


"I think he (Rozelle) was 


being political in a situation that 
should have not been political, 
but a decision made for the 
benefit of football That decision 
was not beneficial to football." 


Holmes said, "I don't know 


exactly what I was fined for. 
and whatever I did do, I don't 
think it deserved to be T'ned " 


But he said, whatever it was 


he did, "I'd do it again " 


"I think there was some kind 


of misunderstanding as to what 
kind of ballplayer I am, what my 
intentions are on the foot- 
ball field," Holmes said. 


"But if Pete says I did 


something wrong, Pete must be 
right." 


A team spokesman said the 


NFL normally does not issue 
statements regarding fines.

Swann Blasts Rozelle's Fines 
PITTSBURGH (UPI) - A 
visib ly angered Pittsburgh 
Coach Chuck Noll refused to 
comment Thursday on fines 
against him, Steelers’ defensive 
tackle Ernie Holmes and two 
Oakland defensive backs by NFL 
Commissioner Pete Rozelle, but 
wide receiver Lynn Swann did 
plenty of talking for him. 
Swann, 
the most visible 
casualty of the hard-fought 
season opener between the two 
teams that prompted the fines, 
called Rozelle’s ruling against 
the Steelers "political” and 
against the Raiders inadequate. 
Swann suffered a concussion 
in the Sept. 12 game when he 
was whacked on the head by 
George Atkinson, one of two 
Raiders’ defensive backs Ro­ 
zelle fined. Oakland’s Jack 


Tatum drew a personal foul 
penalty during the game and was 
fined for unsportsmanlike con­ 
duct. Atkinson’s fine reportedly 
was $1,500 and Tatum's $750. 
Holmes said Thursday he had 
no idea what he had been fined 
for, but a league spokesman said 
he was fined along with Atkinson 
and Tatum "for actions on the 
field in the Sept. 12 Pittsburgh- 
Oakland game.” 
The day after the game, Noll 
lambasted the Raiders’ defen­ 
sive actions as "criminal,” 
which is presumably why he was 
fined. The NFL spokesman said 
only that "Noll has been fined 
for conduct detrimental to the 
game.” 
Noll and Holmes each said 
they did not know the amount of 
their fines. 


That was the limit to Noll's 
comment on the punishment, 
although the expression on his 
face spoke for him. When the 
topic was broached, he turned 
red and pressed his lips tightly 
together. 
Swann was not so restrained. 
" I’m not satisfied with 
Rozelle’s decision,” said 
Swann, who missed the Stee­ 
lers’ home opener with Cleve­ 
land last week because of the 
concussion, the second he has 
suffered in the Steelers’ last two 
games against Oakland. 
"I do not think it was a strong 
enough deterrent,” Swann 
continued. "I think in situations 
of that nature, it should carry 
an automatic suspension of 
one to two weeks. 
"I think he (Rozelle) was 


being political in a situation that 
should have not been political, 
but a decision made for the 
benefit of football. That decision 
was not beneficial to football.” 


Holmes said, "I don’t know 
exactly what I was fined for... 
and whatever I did do, I don’t 
think it deserved to be fined." 
But he said, whatever it was 
he did, “I’d do it again.” 
"I think there was some kind 
of misunderstanding as to what 
kind of ballplayer I am, what my 
intentions are on the foot­ 
ball field,” Holmes said. 
"But if Pete says I did 
something wrong, Pete must be 
right.” 
A team spokesman said the 
NFL normally does not issue 
statements regarding fines.

national flag or the colors of the 
national flag " 


The statement said racial 


groups should belong to their 
own clubs, but added that 
"intergroup (meaning mul- 
tiracial) competitions in respect 
of individual types of sport 


should be allowed at all levels, 
should the controlling bodies so 
decide " 


It also said where "mutually 


agreed," and after consultation 
with the sports minister, sports 
organizers may arrange contests 
among teams of all racial 
groups 


Cricket and soccer controlling 


bodies already have said that 
once the government empowers 
them, they will recruit 
sportsmen of all races into their 
clubs and begin multiracial 
league contests within weeks 


The government also handed 


sports organizations the authori- 
ty to arrange their own seating at 
events, meaning segregated 
audiences of the past could be 
allowed to become multiracial 


For some years, international 


tournaments in South Africa 
have been open to foreigners of 
anv race U S tennis star Arthur 
Ashe regularly enters the South

Senate cleared a major hurdle 
Thursday toward passage of a 
bill designed to strengthen en- 
forcement of civil rights laws. 


A move to put the Senate's 


anti-filibuster rule into effect 
passed 63 to 26, or three more 
than the required three-fifths 
majority of the 100 senators. 


Seven roll call votes were 


necessary to force a showdown 
on curbing debate. 


Sen. James B. Allen, 0-Ala., 


battling to prevent passage of 
the bill, threw up one roadblock 
after another and doture was 
voted over his shouted protests 
that his attempt to raise a point 
of order was being ignored. 


The bill would permit the 


courts to award attorneys' fees 
to private citizens who bring 
successful civil rights enforce- 
ment suits. 


This already is permitted un- 


der some civil rights law but is 
not specifically authorized under 
others, as required by a Supreme 
Court ruling last year. 


The bill's supporters said it is 


necessary so citizens can afford 
to vindicate in the courts the 
rights granted them by Congress. 


Sen. John V. Tunaey, DCalif.,

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Steinmark Wins 
One Legal Round 


Omaha (AP) - A Kearney 


man sentenced to a term in 
prison on a drug conviction from 
Buffalo County has won a round 
in his fight to win freedom, but 
the bout is long from over. 


U.S. District Court Judge 


Albert G. Schatz has issued an 
order rejecting a dismissal mo- 
tion filed by the state in the case 
involving Donald Steinmark. 


Steinmark, 39, contends that 


he was illegally convicted on the 
drug charges, but the Nebraska 
Supreme Court upheld the con- 
victions. Thus, Steinmark 
pressed his case into the federal 
court, seeking relief by asking 
for a writ of habeas corpus. 


The writ of habeas corpus 


literally means "let the body go" 
and is a request to free Stein- 
mark. The judge's ruling does 
not necessarily mean a new trial, 
rather it means the judge has 
refused to ignore the habeus cor- 
pus plea. 


Options now open to the judge 


are to order Steinmark released, 
order a new trial or reject the 
habeus corpus action. 


The state asked that Stein-, 


mark's request be dismissed, 
claiming he has not exhausted all 
available remedies at the state 
level, but Schatz ruled different- 
ly. 


In a two-page order, Schatz 


said Steinmark did exhaust his 
state-level remedies. 


"One of the express grounds 


for reversal asserted in appeal to 


the Supreme Court of Nebraska 
was the failure of the trial court 
to permit into evidence certain 
testimony concerning the 
credibility of the chief prosecu- 
tion witness," Schatz wrote. 
"While the Supreme Court was 
presented with the issue in the 
context of use for possible im- 
peachment purposes, the alleged 
due process violation was 
necessarily before the court." 


Steinmark was convicted on 


two drug offenses last year — 
delivery of amphetamines and 
delivery of marijuana. 


The state's highest court reaf- 


firmed the convictions earlier 
this year, then rejected a motion 
to reconsider its initial ruling. 


Steinmark is now serving two 


consecutive 
three-to-nine-year 


terms. 


The convictions stemmed 


from three alleged drug sales to 
a paid informant working for the 
State Patrol, and the informant's 
testimony is the crux of the case. 


Steinmark claims that the trial 


judge, Donald Weaver of Grand 
Island, denied him his 14th 
Amendment guarantee to due 
process by not allowing defense 
inquiry into evidence of acts of 
false testimony. 


Steinmark's attorney, Andrew 


McMullen, claims that Weaver 
excluded defense evidence antf 
testimony by several witnesses 
which were offered to impeach 
or discredit the testimony of the 
paid informant, Dennis Landris. 


Trend Continuing; Fewer 
Using ADC, Food Stamps

A trend toward fewer persons 


receiving food stamp and Aid to 
Dependent Children (ADC) 
payments is continuing, accor- 
ding to a report from the 
Nebraska Department of Public 
Welfare. 


The trend began more than a 


year ago. 


The Division of Research and 


Statistics reported the July, 
1976 total of ADC recipients was 
35,1252, down 6.6 per cent from 
July, 1975. The 14,131 Nebraska 
food stamp households in July, 
1976, represents a 13.S decline 
from a year ago Jury.

“One of the express grounds 
for reversal asserted in appeal to 


the Supreme Court of Nebraska 
was the failure of the trial court 
to permit into evidence certain 
testimony concerning the 
credibility of the chief prosecu­ 
tion witness,’’ Schatz wrote. 
“While the Supreme Court was 
presented with the issue in the 
context of use for possible im­ 
peachment purposes, the alleged 
due process violation was 
necessarily before the court.’’ 
Steinmark was convicted on 
two drug offenses last year — 
delivery of amphetamines and 
delivery of marijuana.

Workers Local No 1974, Omaha, 
had charged it was being 
deprived of certain information 
relating to non-union employes 
at Western Electnc's Omaha 
works 


The NLRB panel ordered 


Western Electric to furnish the 
union with the names, grades, 


rates of pay, ratings, service 
dates, department numbers and 
qualifications of those salaried 
and non-union employes having 
lesser service than those who 
have most recently been 
transferred into the bargaining 
unit represented by Local 1974. 


In its case filed Sept. 20,1975 


and heard in Omaha last Jan 20, 
the union said its membership 
had shrunk from 5,000 workers 
to 3,000 during the five-month 
period between September 1974 
and February 1975 when 
Western Electric began to 
"surplus'1 employes. 


The term "surplus" applies to 


excess employes within a certain 
department. When an employe 
becomes "surplus" be is either 
placed into another job or laid 
off Such a determination is 
made through seniority and 
Western Electnc's own 
classification and grading 
records 


During the Omaha hearing, 


Michael Quinlan, union presi- 
dent and business manager, said 
he feared further membership 
losses through the transfer of 
salaried employes into union- 
covered jobs with less seniority 
than existing union members
